Professor of Mental and Nervous Diseases, Barnes University. 
After having made examination of the young man in the Jail at Belleville | 


(Albert Wild), I am quite convinced that there is no mental impairment. His pic- 
tures show some lines of degeneracy, but upon making a close personal examination 
I find that those lines are the result of faulty light and the position the head was in 
at the time the pictures were made. 

The boy does not show signs of over- brightness or dullness, but is in the 
class we would call. the medium type, whose forethought is poor, and judgment 
somewhat lacking. He exhibits, both in facial expression and personal appearance, 
the characteristics of a sober country boy, and the crime he committed was done 
under the firmest conviction that it was for the good of the family, especially his 


mother.

R. MARC RAY HUGHES, a dis 
tinguished neurologist and alien- 
ist, after making a study of Al- 

bert Wild, the remarkable youth who 
killed his father and is now in Belle- 
ville Jail, declares that he is sane and 
normal in every respect.

Ile concluded that the killing of the 
father was not due to any abnormality 
pron the part of the son. 

After Wild had answered freely the 
questions of Dr. Hughes with refer- 
ence to his personal history, he reiter- 
ated the plea of justification which he 
made ditectly after he killed his fath- 
er and declared again that he felt no 
sorrow and had no reget for what he 
hi-> done. | 

He shunned discussion of the incl- 
Gents of the killing, admitted that he 
flad decided beforehand that it was 
necessary for his father to be put out 
of the way, and repeated that his brother 
George, who was present at the shoot- 
ing; had nothing to do with it. 


His Duty, That’s All, 

He declares that he only did his duty 
and that he has no doubt that his trial 
~ will result in his acquittal. 

‘The case of young Wild is widely dis- 
similar from any other that the prose- 
cuting authorities of St. Clair County 
have had to deal with. 

"The father was killed under circum- 
stances in which direct and immediate 
justification was conspicuously lacking, 
according to the statements of Albert, 
who killed him, and George, who was 
the only witness. 

‘ ‘While the brothers might have told 
any story they pleased about the cir- 
cumstances of the shooting and it would 
have been accepted without question, be- 
cause of the father’s known cruelty, 

their own statements have made it im- 
possible for their friends to contend 
that there was legal justification for the 
killing. 

“The morning after the shooting Albert 
told freely of shooting his father to 
death as he sat on a chair in the kitch- 

en at their home. And at the inquest 
George testified that he and Albert had 
talked on three or four occasions about 
what should be done, and had agredéd 
that their father should be killed, and 
decided that Albert should kill him be- 
cause he had the best weapon and was 
the best shot. 

Friends of Albert and George say that 
this shows -hew honest and incapable of 
duplicity they are. They think that the 
statements made by the young men 

* against themselves are the most con- 
_ vinelng evidence that Albert was satis- 
fied in his own mind that it was un- 
_ pvoidable and justifiable and right for 
_. him to kill his father.

or a story to support a plea of self-de- 
fense would have been agreed on. 

Immediately following the shooting 
the feeling was so pronounced. that 
George Wild Sr. deserved the fate that 
had come to him that it would have 
taken very little color of self-defense 
or defense of a member of the family 
to have obtained for Albert a discharge 
on the ground that the killing of his 
father was justifiable homicide, but 
that little was not only lacking but the 
brothers needlessly made it impossible 
for that construction to be placed on 
the tragedy. 

Notwithstanding this, Albert has a 
host of friends among the best residents 
of the Caseyville neighborhood who find 
justification for him on the high plane 
that the father was a constant menace 
to the iives of his wife and children, 
and that it was in defense of their lives 
that he was put to death and that he 
was therefore justified even if at the 
time he was not in menacing action. 

It is this view which Albert takes of 
his act. 

He says that after it had been decided 
in family council that it was not feasi- 
ble to have his father placed under a 
peace bond because he had declared 
that he would kill them if they ever had 
him arrested, he made up his mind that 
the only way to prevent his father from 
killing his mother and probably other 
members of the family was for him to 
kill his father first. 

When he reached this conclusion it 
did not occur to him that there was 
any need for his purpose to be carried 
out under circumstances which would 
conducs to the succeesful setting up of 
a claim of self-defense and justifica- 
tion. 


If he knew what tended to constitute 
legal justification he did not take fit | 
into serious account. Considering that. 
the safety of the family demanded the 
removal of his father and that it was 
his duty to remove him, the only cir- 
cumstances he seems to have consid- 
ered were such as would make for the 
accomplishment of his purpore.

he fired at him.

While the tragedy was being enacted, 
brother George sat on a chair 
five feet to the left of the door through 
which Albert entered and just within 
which he stood when the shots were 
fired. 

Albert says George said nothing aie 
did not try to stop him. 

George testified at the inquest that 
he and Albert had agreed that their 
father should be shot and that seco 
should do the shooting. 

After having had two weeks to think 


it over in a ceil in Belleville Jail, Al-- 


bert stil’ says that he had to do it, that 
he was justified in doing it and that 
he has no regret and no sorrow. 

“I feel all right,”’ he said yesterday. 
“I am not worrying any. I guess every- 
thing will come out all right. I feel 
about this thing just the same as I did 
two weeks ago. I had'to do it. I do 
not regret that I did it. I feel no sor- 
row for it. If I hadn't done it he would 
have killed us. Oh, yes, I’m sorry that 
it was necessary to do it, but not that 
I did it.” 

He was asked how long before the 
tragedy he had made up his mind that 
his father would have to be killed to 
keep him from Killing the family, and 
he said he did not know exactly when 
he reached that conclusion. 

“His continued ill-treatment caused 
you to come gradually to the conclusion 
that it would have to be done?’ 

Albert answered with another ques- 
tion. 

“If you was thrown out of the house 
twice a week wouldn't you do something 
to defend yourself?’’ 

He corrected an impression his mother 
had given that his father haa only been 
drinking. to excess and abusing the 
members of the family for a few 
months. 


Father Always Cruel. 
“He had been doing it as long as I 
have known him,” he said. 

“Was there no. affection 
you?’ he was asked. 

“No,” he answered without hesita- 
tion. 

He was asked what had caused his 
father to drink and mistreat the fam- 
ily.

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ABOLITION OF CONVICT LEASES. 

It is gratifying to know that the convict lease 
system, which in its effects was much worse than 
siavery, is being abolished in the Southern States. 
Several leading Southernets, notably Hon.. Frank 
Johnston of Jackson,” Miss.; have been fighting the 
system for years, and their ‘work has been effective. 
"The system was adopted as a military necessity 
at the close of the war, and was continued without 
protest in Mississippi until 1883, during all of which 
period the public was unaware of the treatment to 
which the convicts were subjected. 

One day in the winter of 1883-1884 a squad of 
convicts was landed from a steamboat at Vicks- 
burg and presented so shocking and pitiable a spec- 
tacle that the authorities refused to permit them to 
walk through the town. An investigation was be- 
gun and the report showed that these people were 
starved, compelled to work up to their necks in 
water in winter, and frequently beaten to death. 

The exposure had its effect, though not until 11 
years had elapsed, of abolishing the convict lease 
system in Mississippi.” The neighboring State of 
Louisiana followed this good example, and now in 
both States the ebnvicts are worked on State plan- 
tations, treated humanely and not only prove re- 
munerative to the State, but are no longer a source 
of trouble because of competition with free labor. 

The reduction of the death rate from 10 or 15 
per cent to 2% per cent is eloquent of the beneficial 
results of the change, which should be put in effect 
by the otner Statgs where the lease system still 
exists, among these being Georgia, Tennessee, Flor- 
ida and Arkansas. 

Reform rather than revenge in punishment is the 
mark of the up-to-date, ‘civilized community. The 
convict lease system is a relic of barbarism, and 
should pass into history as such.

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THE PRICE OF INDEPENDENCE. 

Miss Lulu MacClure Clark of Grand Junction, 
Colo., has thought out a solution for the matrimonial 
troubles and most of the other troubles of the human 
race, so satisfactory to herself that she sent it to 
New York for publication. 

As it has now been published, we see that under 
her plan people of high and noble ideals are to be 
exempted from all lower forms of work. When a 
man marries a woman with a high ideal (“an artist- 
bride,” for instance, as Miss Clark specializes), he 
is not to expect her to do housework. Her noble 
ideal requires her whole time, except such as she 
can spare for communing with a high-souled hus- 
band. 

This méans that both she and her high-souled 
husband, in carrying out their plans based on high 
ideals, throw away at the start all chance for be- 
coming even measurably independent. Unless they 
can find some one who will do the “common things” 
for them, they will not be able to be high and noble. 
Some one, either a yolunteer, or else a person who 
submits to be hired to do things which are beneath 
noble souls, must be ‘in call of their handbell con- 
stantly, or else they afe put “out of commission.” 

This is a very common idea of. how nobility of 
soul ought to operate. How much of the incapacity 
in the modern world does it account for? 

It is not the Mohammedan view. Mohammed, 
when he wished to realize a higher ideal than any 
Arab had had before him, aspired first. for inde- 
pendence. He began by sweeping his own room. It 
is even related that he refused outside help in caring 
for his own clothes. It seems to be reliably estab- 
lished that he did as much of the housework as he 
left for Katisha, not because she had a “high ideal,” 
but because he wished to become independent of oth- 
ers as far as possible by serving them as much as 
possible and asking the least possible return from 
them. 

He did not invent this ideal of service, however. 
No doubt he had read a saying of the first century 
A. D.; that those who would be greatest among civ- 
ilized people with noble ideals, must serve most in 
lowest as in highest things. 
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Uncle Samuel pays $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 for a 
battleship and $554,740 as an exhibitor at a World’s 
Fair.

INVALID EXCUSES FOR LYNCHING 

Dr: James Elbert Cutler, who is recognized as an 
authority on facts and statistics of lynching, shows, 
in his recently published book, that this method of 
applying popular vengeance is by no means an out- 
come of the crimes of negroes, but is of very ancient 
origin. 

Thomas Nelson Page attributes the prevalence of 
lynching to the frequéncy of crime among negroes 
since slavery, especially crimes against women. But 
Dr. Cutler shows that such crimes were not un- 
known during slavery. Between the years 1830 
and 1860 there were 23 such cases recorded, which 
resulted in 12 negroes being lynched, four of them 
being burned at the stake. 

But that this detestable crime was not even then 
the most frequent cause of lynching is shown by 
the fact that 46 negroes during that period were 
executed for killing their owners or overseers. Of 
these, eight were burned at the stake. There 
were also numrous lynchings of white men. 

The large number of lynchings for other offences, 
many of them extremely trivial, disprove the theory 
advanced by Mr. Page and others. © For the 22 
years from 1882 to 1903 Dr. Cutler has gathered 
the authentic record of 3337 persons lynched. About 
700 of these were negroes who had been guilty of 
crimes against women—about one-third of the total 


number of negroes lynched. Seventy white men 


have been lynched for this crime in the South. Not 
until 1890 did the number of negroes exceed the 
number of whites lynehed.. And lynchings have oc- 
curred on charges of swindling, elopement, jilting, 
colonizing negroes, throwing stones, making threats,

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THE INSISTENT CHAUTAUQUANS. 

The Chautauqua summer camps near St. Louis 
and remote from it, in all parts of the West, are 
developing a common idea this summer, as their 
daily programs show. 

They have special “days” and special speakers for 
special subjects and a list of these subjects for a 
month will convince any one who keeps it that the 
Chautauquans have inquiring minds. They wish to 
know about everything, from poetry and pictures to 
the way the Government—State and National—is 
managed on “the inside.” 

‘The heated period now utilized by the Chau- 
tauquans for their summer schools was once known 
as “the silly season,” supposedly because most peo- 
ple were too languid to think or talk about serious 


They are demanding information this summer on the 
most serious subjects imaginable, and from the space 
they are taking up in the newspapers it is to be in- 
ferred that they are getting it. 

This is a new method of. promoting.publicity for 
what ought to become public.

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CORD OF PROGRESS 
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ELECTRICITY ON SWEDISH TRUNK LLNES. 

A single-phase electric locomotive has been designed 
for the Swedish Government railroads, and experi- 
ments are to be carried out therewith, on the appli- 
cation of the electric power to the trunk railroads. 
Eixternally, there is no departure from the design 
of the conventional electric locomative. Current is 


drewn from an overhead conductor, and is designed 
to work at a line pressure of 18,000 volts as a maxi- 
rum, though arrangements are made to use several 
lower pressures, the lowest being 3000 volts. The loco- 
motive carries an oil-cooled auto-transformer to ge- 
duce the pressure for the motors, and an oll circuit 
breaker The electro-pneumatic control system is 
usei, a compressor driven by a single-phase motor 
suppiying air for all auxiliary power purposes, such 
as switching, braking, sanding, etc. The locomotive 
and equipment weigh 25 tons, and are carried on four 
t-inch wheels: ‘Each pair of these is driven by a 
150- brake-horsepower single-phase motor at 25 periods, 
w'th a gear reduction of 18 to 70. The locomotive will 
handle a train at 40 miles an hour, and has been 
built by the British Westinghouse Co., Limited. 


A LIFE-SAVING COAT. 

A London tailor has invented a new life-saving coat 
and gaiters, with which it is possible for a person 
clothed therein to maintain an upright position when 
immersed in the-water, even if not possessing any 
knowledge of swimming. The coat resembles in ap- 
pearance an ordinary pilot coat; but it is fitted with 
an air belt, which is Inflated with air through a tmbe. 
The gaiters each weigh two pounds, and are fitted 
with two brass wings or blades fastened to the back 
of the heel’ As the wearer moves his feet in the 
| water these wings open-and shut, and not only propel 
ithe wearer along like oars, but enable him to main- 
tain an upright position from the waist upward in the 
water. A practical demonstration of the utility of the 
invention was recently undertaken in the River 
Thumes by the inventor, and its efficiency and life- 
saving qualities clearly shown, even when moving 
against the tide. 


FISHING BY TELEPHONE. 

An English paper reports that a Norwegian has in- 
vented a telephone by which the noise made by fish 
in the depths of the sea can be heard. The instru- 
ment consists of.a microphone in a hermetically 
sealeo steel box. It is connected with a telephone 
on shipboard by electric wires, each sound in the 
water being intensified by the microphone, The in- 
ventor asserts that with its ald the presence of fish, 
and approximately their number and kind, can be 
reccgnized. When herring or smaller fish are en- 
countered in large numbers they make a whistling 
ncise, and the sound made by codfish is more like 
how!ing. If they come near the submarine telephone 


threugh the gills produces a noise similar to the 
labored breathing of a quadruped, and the motion 
of the fins produces a dull, rolling sound. 


OUTPUT OF IRON, STEEL AND COAL. 


A few years ago the United States ranked a poor 
third in the manufacture of iron and steel and sec- 
ond in point’ of coal prd@uction, in spite of the fact 
that it had the largest coal and iron ore fields in the 
world. The development since has been so rapid that 
in less than a decade we have swept forward not 
only to the first place, but so far ahead of the others 
that there is practically no second. Who could have 
predicted 10 years ago that the United States would 


_ not only pass Great Britain, but that its iron produc-' 


tion would be more than twice as great and its steel 
production nearly three times as great as that of the 
British Isles, while its output of coal is nearly 
double? 

The American Iron and Steel Association has just 
completed revised statistics of the production of 
iron, steel and coal for the world, and the statistics 
it presents will make all Americans proud of their 
country. 

The United States produces 38.84 per cent of all 
the fron in the world and 40.5 per cent of all the 
steel. Great Britain, which at one time completely

controlled these products, has dropped to third place, 
falling well below Germany. It contributes 19.27 per 
cent of the iron, against 21.27 per cent furnished by 
Germany; and only 14.32 per cent of the steel, against 
Germany's 24.55 per cent. These three countries pro- 
duce four-fifths of all the iron and steel used in the 
world, and by so doing control the world’s manufac- 
tures. 6 

In the matter of coal our supremacy is not cuite 
sO marked, yet we furnish more than one-third of al! 
that is mined. 

The United States, England and Germany furnish 
considerably more than four-fifths of the total prod- 
uct. Great Britain shows to better advantage than 
in the fron and steel production, but its mines are 
getting low, while the increased output of this coun- 
try from year to year will very soon make it twice 
as great as the British production.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat. 


A NEW THEORY OF MAGNETISM. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

The old theory that ferromagetism was a property 
of the chemical atom seems to be seriously questioned 
43 & result of a number of recent experiments with 
magretic alloys not containing fron. It would appear 
from these studies that magnetism dependa upon 
mciccular structure rather than upon any funda- 
mental characteristics of an atom of a given ele- 
ment. This conclusion fs reached after a serles of 
experiments where alloys of manganese, copper and 
a..minum with a trace of carbon, silicon and iron 
were found to possess all the magnetic properties of 
the ferromagnetic materials, even to the extent that 
they could be permanently magnetized. It is ab- 
sumed that in such an alloy a similer grouping of 
the molecules takes place as in the case of the mag- 
netic metals, and magnetization consists in arranging | 
or disturbing the position of these molecular mag- 
nets. 

if it is possible by further investigation and experti- 
meat to gain some knowledge of this molecular struc- 
ture, it may be possible to construct alloys which are 
as mugnetic or even more magnetic than iron. This 
hie an important bearing on electrical engineering, 
as it means that smaller masses of metal can be 
used and when these are in the form of moving parts 
muck less power will be required to drive them. ° In- 
decd so many practical advantages and economies 
are suggested by this line of reasoning that addi- 
timat researches in this field are awaited by 
physicists and engineers with considerable interest. 

THE X-RAY’S LATEST ACHIEVEMENT. . 

Not content with revealing thé skeleton in the hu- 
man cupboard, says the London Pal] Mall Gazette, 
the X-rays have now proceeded, in the hands of 
Prof Rieder and Dr. voseph Rosenthal of Munich, to 
tuke artistic pictures of the lungs and heart. The pa- 
tient held his breath while his lungs were photo- 
g.apheéd in less than a second, and afterward, though 
the patient could not stop the beating of his heart, 
the operators took their photograph of it so quickly 
(iu one-tenth of a second) that they succeeded in 
catching it between beats. The results, no doubt, 
will be of considerable scientific interest and im- 
portance, but in this respect at least the popularisa- 
tion of science should surely be kept within limits.

“No silver is used in church bells,” said the bell 
founder.

For the best bells we use old cannon. They give 
us the purest amalgam we can get. The tenor bell 
I am making now is composed of 12 tons of old 
cannon from Spain.

manently on the evening of Tuesday, | 


June 20, last, went a longer time with- 
out examination by the Secretary of 
State, Sam B. Cook, than any other bank 
of the 796 in the State of Missouri, ex- 
cept one. The exception is lo- 
cated in a town of about 1000 inhabitants, 
in Montgomery County, about 10 miles 
from the nearest railroad, and is capi- 
talized at only $10,000 

The Salmon & Salmon bank went 
without examination for two years 
‘one month and four days, despite the 
. prevision of the law that every 

benk shall be examined at least once 
a year. Im a recent statement to the 
public, Secretary of State Sam B. 
Cook deciared that it was impossible 
for him te comply with the law be- 
enuse his force was inadequate for 
the work. The records at Jefferson 
City show that Sam B. Cook’s four 
éxaminers made only 67 bank exam- 
fpations during the twe months dur- 
fag which the primaries were held in 
16%%.. Secretary of State Swanger, 
with an inexperienced force number- 
ing four men (the same number as 
that of Cook) examined 457 banks in 
the first six months of his term, or at 
the rate of 914 banks per year—that 
is, 120 more banks than there are in 
the State. 

During the administration of Secre- 
tary of State Lesueur, which preceded 
that of Cook, the bank had been pro- 
nounced by the examiner to be on the 
verge of failure. The Casey & Tow- 
ers failure, in October, 1903, involved 
the Salmon Bank heavily, and this fact 
was known to the bankers all over the 
Salmon Bank séction.

On March 3, 1900, W. O. Oldham, State 
Bank Examiner under Secretary of 
State A. A. Lesueur, examined the Sal- 
mon Bank. Oldham is now Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Farmers and Merchants’ 
Bank of Springfield, Mo. 

On March 4, 1900, Oldham wrote the 
following letter from Clinton, Mo., to 
Maj. Thomas W. Park, Chief Clerk in 
the office of the Secretary of State: 

"I examined Salmon & Salmon Friday 
and Saturday and regard their condition 
as extremely critical. Unless they can 
unload something soon and realize cash, 
I don't see how they can pull through. 
With $386,000 current deposits, they hold 
in net reserve $15,000. About $108,000 of 
the deposits is county money, while the 
partners have about $60,000 to their cred- 
it, with $20,000 borrowed in St. Louis and 
$17,500 in Kansas City. 

“I wrote Capt. Lesueur a letter at 
Kansas City Friday night and told him 
I would be in Kansas City. Tuesday. I 
have to go to Springfield tonight in order 
to register tomorrow. WIHIll take train 
tomorrow night for Kansas City and 
will advise you from there where I go 
next. I presume Maj. Salmon will be in 
Kansas City Tuesday at the Democratic 
Committee meeting and we may want to 
confer with him In regard to the condi- 
tion of his bank. I will stop at the Vic- 
toria Hotel."’ 


Lesueur’s Plain Talk. 


When the report of the examination

Here the Secretary of State enu- 
merates a number of notes. specifical- 
ly. A large number of the persons 
named in this list as makers of notes 
appear as debtors to the bank in the 
inventory filed last week by John B. 
Egger, receiver of the Salmon Bank. 
The inventory was filed iff the Circuit 
Court at Clinton. Many of the notes 
here named are still in the bank with- 
out a single payment having been 
made on them since Lesueur wrote. 
They form part of the present “as- 
sets” of the bank. 

Then the Secretary of State con- 
tinues: 

‘Some of this paper, I am informed, is 
absolutely worthless, while the balance 
of it, where secured at all, is backed 
by securities that are very slow and in- 
active, and if they can ever be realized 
on, it will require a long time to do it 


Should Learn to Say “No.” 


‘3. Your overdraft of $12,821.26, consid- 
ering the condition of your reserve, 1s 
another evidence of careless, if not 
reckless, banking, and must be reduced 
at once. This item can be controlled 
if you will only learn to say ‘no.’ You 
can rest on this department at all time 
in refusing overdrafts. 

‘4. The report reveals an unusual 
shrinkage in one item, as compared 
with your sworn statement of Feb. 13 
last, now on file in this office. Your 
statement shows on that date that you 
had the sum of $112,874.56 ‘due from oth- 
er banks, good on sight draft,’ while 
the report of the examiner shows, only 
17 days later, that you had only 
$4240.52, but it does not show any cor- 
responding increase in loans, bonds or 
other resources, nor a corresponding 
withdrawal of deposits. What do you 
say in explanation of this apparent 
shrinkage? 

‘S. The $219,953.31 time certificates you 
are carrying at the reckless rate of 5 
per cent has, in my opinion, helped 
to bring about the dangerous condition 
now confronting you and had a great 
deal to do with Gemoralizing the bank- 
ing business in your section of the 
State. I have repeatedly advised other 
banks of your county against this un- 
bankable practice and have as often 
been met with the reply that ‘we are 


jcompelled to pay this high rate in or- 


der to compete with Salmon & Salmon.’ 
Now, gentlemen, this matter should 
have your immediate attention. It can 
be regulated if you will only intimate 
to your neighbor bankers that you will 
permit the rate fo be lowered.

This ruling has been invariably complied with 
and I trust that you Will pass to the surplus fund the requisite amount, $2000,

“The management has been entirely 
too lenient and apparently lacks the 
nerve or the judgment to refuse an 
application for a loan or an overdraft 
or to demand the payment or renewal 
of matured paper, thus keeping the 
bank in a perpetual strain. A glance at 
your books shows a discrepancy ot 
$307.35 in your deposits, $561.21 in your 
bills receivable and $461.75 in your cash; 
besides, it discloses the fact that the 
Kansas City and 8t. Louls correspond- 
fent accounts are seldom, if ever, bal- 
anced, It is to be regretted that any 
reputable bank will put up with such 
bookkeeping. Still, this bank evidently 
enjoys the confidence of the community, 
as its large business clearly shows, and 
its downfall would be a calamity from 
the country 
would not recover in years to come. It 
is therefore necessary that prompt and 
energetic measures be employed to put 
the affairs of this institution In a safe 
condition and thereby avoid a disas- 
trous collapse. 

“The all-important question now is, 
what is the best thing to be done? In 
view of the fact that this is a private 
bank and the partners composing it are 
already liable to the full extent of their 
private fortunes, a reorganization, elim- 
inating the doubtful assets, would avaP 
nothing, but a reorganization can bé ac- 
complished by incorporation; by taking 
in three additional parties, as five is 
the smallest number that can incor- 
porate as a bank of depesit and dis- 
count. I, therefore, recommend that a 
corporation be formed with a sufficient 
capital to remove every doubtful asset 
and then liquidate the old bank through 
the new. Owing to the extremely slow 
character of much of your old paper, it 
will require time to convert it into cash 
and this plan will give you the time 
that you cannot otherwise hope to have 
under the present cfrcumstances. The 
mere fact of a reorganization also 
serves notice on the general public that 
the old business must be closed, and 
this will be an advantage to you. 

“I will ask you to seriously consider 
this latter recommendation and let me 
have your views upon it within the next 
ten days and I will stay further re- 
quirements until the expiration of that 
time.’’ 

It appears that following this letter 
a conference was held in Kansas City 
at which the Salmons promised to make 
a written report in answer to the let- 
ter. On April 12, the Secretary of State 
wrote to the Salmons, directing their 
attention to this promise and demand- 
ing the report. 

To this letter Thomas M. Casey, man- 
ager of the bank, answered, April 13, 
1900, saying: 

“At the conference in Kansas City we 
understood we would reply, but because 
of the fact that our reserve has been 
placed above legal limit and overdrafts 


jreduced to within reasonable limits, we 


supposed a reply in detail as to cer- 
tain notes would answer. 

“We have a primary ‘election tomor- 
row and our Mr. Casey will be engaged 
with matters pertaining to same wntil 
next Tuesday, when the Central Com- 
mittee meets to cast up the result of 
the election." 


Hurried Work to Save Bank. 

Then followed an answer of Casey 
dated April 19 considering in detail the 
notes named by Lesueur. 

On April 21, Bank Examiner Oldham 
sent the following dispatch to Lesueur: 

“Telegram received. I go to Spring- 
field. Keep your eye on Clinton. 

‘There is trouble brewing." 

The letter following and explaining 
this telegram, written on Laclede Ho- 
tel paper in St. Louis, follows: 

“I #ired you to Keep your weather 
eye on Clinton. Dr. Salmon was here 
today trying to borrow $15,000 more 
money, but failed to get it from their 
correspondent here. I learned that their 
account ts frequently overdrawn and 
they were wired yesterday that it must 
be made good. TWelr correspondent is 
very tired of thelr manner of doing 
business and has reached a point where 
patience ceases to be a ‘virtue.

Following this correspondence a meet- 
ing was arranged hastily by wire in 
Kansas City, to keep from casting sus- 
picion on the bank in Clinton. Thomas 
M. Casey represented the bank. The oth- 
ers present were A. A. Lesueur, B. F. 
Reed, the bank clerk, or Chief Bank 
Examiner, and W. O. Oldham. What 
was done there is not known. When 
Maj. Salmon was asked about this 
episode in Clinton, he said: “I put $60,- 
000 into the bank to ery aati it out 
at that time.’’ 

In due course the explanation made 
by Casey on April 19 was sent to Bank 
Examiner Oldham. for review. This 
was his comment: 


“Mr. Casey always promises much and 
does nothing. It have no faith what- 
ever that he will come half way up 
to what he says. A little ‘poof Nike dot’ 
and they are gone. Their St. Louis 
correspondent has written them a.very 
pointed Ictter and told them emphatic- 
ally that if they did not keep a balance 
to their credit their drafts would not 
be honored. I saw the letter yesterday. 
It will take energetic and heroic meas- 
ures to keep that bank cpén. I notice 
the excuse they make for including the 
$85,000 or $90,000 due them from the 
defunct Clinton State Bank in their ac- 
count of money due from banks good 
on sight draft. 

“Ig seems to me that it required a 
great stretch of the conscience to 
make oath that the amount due from 
n defunct bank was good on sight 
draft. Neighboring bankers thought | 
it was the best statement Salmon & 
Salmon ever published, while it was 
really the poorest. It was a fraud on 
the public and ought not to be toler- 
ated. They will lose $40,000 to §50,- 
000 en that deal, anyway. 

“Casey is not cut out for a banker 
and such management as his will wreck 
any bank. The —— will be to pay when 
they do bust, an event that I regard 
as inevitable.’’ 


Another Examination and 


Warning. 
On Dec. 7, 1900, the Saimon Bank was 
again examined, this time by State 
Bank Examiner George D. Biggs. This 
examination showed that the bank was 
paying 4 per cent interest for six- 
months’ time deposits and 5 per cent in- 
terest for one-year time deposits. It 
showed that the time deposits on which 
this rate was paid amounted to $22,- 
779.10. It showed that 3 per cent was 
paid on $64,668.65 county deposits and on 
$4035.84 city deposits. It included this 
statement regarding the condition of the 
bank: 

‘There will be a loss anywhere from 
$15,000 to $30,000 on the assets of the 
State Bank of Clinton, which I am ad- 
vised is a hard lot. In my opinion they 
should be required to reduce their loans 
and to collect overdue paper on account 
of this and other reasons I have named. 

“There are. no bills payable in the 
bank,’’ the report continues, ‘“‘but there 
is $51,408.81 bills receivable of this bank 
as collateral at the Kansag.City State 
Bank in Kansas City for $17,500 bor- 
rowed by G. Y. and H. W. Salmon: 
also $22,944.93. bills receivable up as col. 
lateral at Third National Bank of St. 
Louis for $10,000 borrowed by G. Y. and

Following this examination, Secretary 
of State Lesueur wrote as follows to the 
Salmon Bank:

On 
the other hand, if the money is bor- 
rowed and used for the benefit of the 
bank the amount should be shown in 
your statement as bills payable. I will 
take an extreme view of the case to 
better illustrate. Suppose in the collec- 
tion of this indebtedness it became nec- 
essary to use the collateral attached, 
would the bank have any recourse? Yet 
ycu publish to the world that you have 
$416,517 loans and discounts, undoubtedly 
good and clear of incumbrances, as one 
of the guarantees for the safety of the 
deposits that you are daily receiving. 
That is not a correct statement, nor is 
it a fair statement to the public nor to 
the other bankers in your section of the 
State.

This examination was made by Secre- 
tary of State’ Lesueur about a month 
before he turned h.s office over to Sam 
Is. Cock, his successor. Lesueur's term 
wus one long continual battle with the 
men in the Salmon Dank to force them 
to conduct their bank on safe lines. The 
correspondence shows that he had con- 
tinually to urge upon the Balmons the 
reduction in the rate of interest paid 
by them, that he was constantly point- 
ing out to them the wrong of borrow- 
ing money personally on the bank's col- 
lateral, that he had constantly to keep 
pressing them to collect their overdue 
paper and to refrain from granting 
overdrafts. It was these things that 
wrecked the bank. They were the first 
things that Swanger protested against 
when he came into office.

Examiner’s Comment. 

In remarking generally regarding the 
condition of the bank, the examiner 
said: 

“They are cleaning up and in much 
better shave than they were, but they 
are not fn good shape for a panic. 
While there may not be loss on their 
loans, they are not @he kind of loans a 
banker wants; they might do for some 
one who did not care whether he had 
to take the property mortgaged. They 
have been too accommodating, but if 
they will do or can do half they claim, 
and times keep good, they will get In 
good shape. 

‘There is no change in the assets of 
the State Bank of C'linton. 

“Their overdrafts are too heavy.” 


This was the report on the Salmon 
Bank that came to Sam Cook. It is 
the custom for ihe Secretary of State 
to write to the bank.examined a let- 
ter criticising or praising the bank after 
an examination. This lettter is based 
on the examiner's report. No letter fol- 
lowing this report is in the files at 
Jefferson City. The receiver's lawyers 
at Clinton declare they have no letter 
commenting on this report. 

The next examination of the Salmon 
Bank was made Nov. 27, 1902, by Bank 
Examiner C. T. Bunce. The examina- 
tion shows a conscientious effort to 
get at the facts. The examination was 
exhaustive and disclosed much ground 
for criticism of the bank. 

Here an understanding of the system 
in vogue in the Bank Examining De- 
partment of the Secretary of State's of- 
fice is necessary. Under Cook, there 
were four examiners, who went out in- 
to the field inspecting banks. Their re- 
ports were mailed to the Secretary of 
State. it was impossible for this offi- 
cial to give attention to the routine de- 
tails of the work, and this was done by 
the “Bank Clerk.” The bank clerk ex- 
amined the reports of the examiners 
and wrote the letters to the banks 
based on the examinations. The bank 
clerk under Sam B. Cook was George

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CHICAGO’S FINE RACE- 
COURSES CLOSED WHEN 
BETTING WAS ENDED. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 29.—Empty stables, di- 
lapidated grandstands with molding 
seats, grass-grown racecourses and 
general desolation now mark the four 
places where once the merriest of Chi- 
cago assembled, where the seats were 
filled to overflowing with sporting men 
and bejeweled women, where the pride 
harses of America strove in great con- 
tests of speed, where the air resounded 
with the exultant shouts of the win- 
ners and where millions of dollars 
changed hands on the outcome of the 
races. - 

Every racetrack in Chicago, in fact, 
every one in Illinois, has remained idle 
all this year, save for an occasional har- 
ness contest in some of the lesser sub- 
urban tracks. 

Even Washington Park, the superb 
course where the American Derby was 
run each year before, and where the 
style and smartest people and equip- 
ages of Chicago and the West were 
represented at the event which heretor 
fore has marked Chicago's chiefest holl- 
day, is now a scene of desolation and 
melancholy. 

How were the racetracks closed? The 
authorities simply prohibited betting, 
and without betting there could be no 
races, for the races would not pay with- 
out the revenues derived from the thou- 
sands who would go there to lose their 
money in the expectation of winning. 
Washington Park attempted to run 
last year on the revenue obtained simply 
from the gate receipts, and the races 
lasted just three days, causing a loss 
of several thousand dollars to the man- 
agement. It was discovered that the 
people would not attend the races with- 
out being given a chance to lose their 
money. 

The only chance a Chicagoan now 
has to be on the races is to get aboard 
the City of Traverse, commonly termed 
the “floating poolroom,”’ and go some- 
where out in Lake Michigan, where the 
boundary lines of Indiana, Illinois and 
Michigan join.and there place his money 
on the results which are obtained by 
wireless telegraph. 

A strong effort was made to put a 
stop to gambling on board this ship, but 
the United States courts sided with the 
gumblers and the De Forest Wireless 
Telegraph Co. in the bitter struggle that 
ensued, and as a result gambling daily 
flourishes on board this, the most re- 
markable craft afloat, under the pro- 
tecting power of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

But there is no horse-racing fn Yi- 
neis, except at county fairs, and bet- 
ting is even forbidden there.

Hanly called upon Mayor Holtzman to 
enforce the law and stop poolselling. 

In a polite reply, the Mayor said that 
he was anxious that the law should 
be observed, but fhat, as the Fair 
Grounds were outside the city limits, 
he could do nothing. In a scathing 
public letter the Governor declared the 
Mayor was shirking his duty and then 
turned his guns on Sheriff Edward 
Sourbier. The Sheriff is not averse to 
taking a chance on the ponies, and be- 
sides, the members of the racing asso- 
clation were his friends, 
he was averse to interfering. How- 
ever, as the Governor was insistent, 
the Sheriff went to the track and just 
before the last race of the day, arrest- 
ed three bookmakers. 

The next two days he.was out of the 
city and, of course, no arrests were 
made. But the Governor ‘was neither 
bluffed nor idle. He communicated 
with members of the State Board of 
Agriculture, which has charge of the 
Fair Grounds, demanding that they 
cancel the contract with the racing as- 
sociation, if poolselling was continued. 

He also consulted the Attorney-Gen- 
eral as to his power to call out the 
militia to enforce the law, as the Sher- 
iff was evidently not attempting to do 
so. He was advised that he could not 
do this, and while he was waiting for 
the Board of Agriculture to méet, and 
take action, he hit upon another plan 
which was at once productive. At the 
Governor's instigation, it is said, a num- 
ber of citizens began impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Sheriff Sourbier, and, 
as the latter had been in office but a 
short time, he weakened on the pos- 
sibility of being ousted so soon from his 
place, and served notice on the associ- 
ation that he would stop poolsclling 
if it took a hundred deputies to do it. 
The same day the Board of Agriculture 
called on the association and the con- 
sequence was that the race meet was 
called off three days before the sched- 
uled close. 

At Anderson, Fairmount and other 
points out in'the State race meets had 
been arranged and the Governor prompt- 
ly notified police commissioners and 
Sheriffs that whoever had jurisdiction 
should see to it that there was no pool- 
selling. . There was no longer any doubt 
of thé Governor's sincerity and the of- 
ficialé so notified the promoters. In 
some instances the races were called off 
altogether and in the others “there 
wasn’t any fun at all.” The “racing lid” 
is on in Indiana.

SFALS GAMBLERS’ FATE

MOSQUITO PEST 
LICTS IOWA'S 


Farmers Must Wear Netting in 
Fields and Cattle Are 
Tortured. 


MAPLETON, Io.,July 29.—Never in the 
history of the State, it is believed by 
many residents of this part of Monona 
County, have the little mosquitoes been 
so thick. They appear through the day 
and far into the night in countless 
swarms, and are so bloodthirsty that 
hundreds will try to light on the face 
of one person at a single time. 

Stockmen report much damage to 
their herds by breaking through fences 
in trying to escape the attacks of the 
pests. Many cases have been reported 
of cattle with great swollen spots on 
them, caused by blood poisoning, where 
the mosquito bit. Farmers at work in 
the fields have to keep netting about 
their faces to keep away the swarms, 
and let the horses take care of them- 
selves, 

A man returning from South Dakota 
recently tells of where the pests in 
that State have bitten children so se- 
verely that in instances sevetal boys 
are in hospitals to be treated for the 
bites. The long-drawn-out rainy season 
in the spring and the continued rains of 
the summer, which filled every slough 
and pond, are responsible for the great 
swarms of mosquitoes.

Owen of Muskogee was it 
during the past week and, 
explained the arguments be- 
ing urged by those fn favor of inde- 
pendent statehood for Indian Terri- 
tory. He said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“First, and chief of all, is the funda- 
mental law of the land, the great prin- 
ciple which established the States of the 
Union, that ‘all government derives its 
Just powers from the consent of the 
governed.’ When it is demonstrated, as 
it will soom be, that the people of In- 
dian Territory are unanimous -and in 
earnest in demanding the right to or- 
g@anize a State, and that they have the 
necessary qualifications, there is no 
danger that Congress will refuse this 
reasonable right. The American people 
will support the demand’ under such cir- 
 curhnstances. 

“Indian Territory has every qualifica- 
tion necessary. In area, it is nearly 30 
times the size of Rhode Island. It has 
31,000 square miles, about as much as 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and Rhode Island 
combined. 

"In fertility of soil, it is not surpassed 
by any like area in the United States. 
It raises wheat, corn, oats, flax, the 
vegetables of the Northern States and 
the cotton of the Southern States. 


Its Great Mineral Wealth. 

“In mineral wealth it has magnificent 
coal fields, splendid asphalt, lead and 
zinc, and, above all, an immehse area 
of oll and gas sands already well de- 
termined, with beautiful marbles and 
granites of every color.

“Why, then,

insisted that Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory should be combined as one 
State. The true reason for this is to 
deprive the Southwest of two votes in 
the Federal Senate, which arrange- 
Inent supposed to be of sectional 
advantage to the Northeast. The real 
reason is not openly proclaimed, but a 
lot of specious reasons are advanced. 

“1. It is said that Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory separately would be too 
small to make a good State. 

“A complete answer to this is that 
the average size of the States east of 
the Mississippi River, from Wisconsin 
to Louisiana, and from Maine to Flori- 
da, is 32,884 square miles. The average 
size of Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
is 34,660 square miles. But it is said, 
look at Texas, with 262,000 square miles. 
Yes, Texas is about 262 times as big as 
Rhode Island, and the two votes in 
the Senate of Rhode Island effectually 
offset the votes of Texas in the Sen- 
ate, and, therefore, since the South- 
west has so unfair an apportionment 
of power in the Senate through the 
great domain of Texas, all the gnore 
reason why the Southwest should have 
four votes from Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma, which would be in sympa- 
thy with Texas and Missouri and Kan- 
sas and the other Western §tates. 

Indian Territory. Oklahoma and Texas, 
comprising the Southwest, contains 333,- 
000 square miles—an area as large as 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, Old Virginia, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and half of 
Kentucky. These States have 31 votes 
in the Senate. Shall the Southwest be 
denounced for asking six votes in the 
United States Senate? 
As to Geograph ical Symmetry. 

“But, it is said, if Indian rritory and 
Oklahoma were divided, the exterior 
conformation would be irregular and the 
geometrical symmetry impaired. The 
north, the east and the south boundaries 
of the Indian Territory would: be 
the same, the west boundary would 
be straight north and south lines, 
a little wider on the southern half. 

“The geographical shape of the State 
is of no importance. Mr. J. L. Hamilton 
of Michigan, Chairman of the Committee 
on Territories, made this suggestion to 
me in Washington, and when I replied 
that this argument came with great 
grace from Michigan, it was dropped 


with a laugh as being absurd. The 
western boundary of every county in In- 


dian Territory would be-a north and 
south line, which, however, is entirely 
unimportant. Lani 

“But it is said that a joint State 
would be more economically conducted 
with one Governor and with oné general 
staff. The great cost of Btate Govern- 
ment is in county roads and. bridges, 
jails, county poorhouses, county courts, 
county schools. If the Governor wrote 
twice as many letters, he would use 
twice as much stationery and pay twice 
as much postage, In the salary list 
there might be some saving for the gen- 
eral staff officers. Upon a liberal esti- 
mate, perhaps, there might be a saving 
of $50,000, which would amount.to § 
cents per capita per annum for a. mil- 
lion people, and this saving would be 
offset by the added cost to the citizens 
of the State in having to travel twice as 
far to reach the State capital. 


The Sentimental Argument. 

“Another tremendous argument in fa- 
vor of joining the two Territories fn one 
State is that they are complements of 
each other, that Oklahoma has what In- 
dian Territory wants and Indian Tervri- 
tory has what Oklahoma wants, and 
they would, therefore, make an _ ad- 
vantageous matrimonial alliance. This 
sounds sentimental and also as if it con- 
tained an element of reason. If it 
means that Oklahoma can get In¢ian 
Territory coal any cheaper or that In- 
dian Territory can get Oklahoma water- 
melons at a less price by joint state- 
hood, it is utterly absurd. 

“Indian Territory might, indeed, like 
to get some of the State public builld- 
ings which Oklahoma has already es- 
tablished, such as the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, the Agricultural 
Experiment Station, the Colored Agri- 
cultural Normal and University, the 
Territory JIAbrary, the Northwestern 
Normal School, the University of Ok- 
lahoma, the Oklahoma Normal, the 
Carnegie Library, etc., but obviously In- 
dian Territory cannot. get these things. 
All she can do ts to furnish Oklahoma 
with the means to carry on these ex- 
cellent institutions, so that Oklahoma 
can get something and Indian Terri- 
tory can give something. \: course, 
Indian Territory children by going 
twice as far from home might ‘attend 
these schools and to some extent would 
do so when the schools should be en- 
larged to accommodate them. 


“The next remarkable argument in fa- 
vor of uniting the two states Is that it 
will make a greater and more powerful 
State. This does not mean that thay 
would raise more corn or have greater 
productive power or an increased acre- 
age, but, In some vague way implies 
greater political prestige. Certainly they 
would have the same representation in 
the House of Representatives, where in- 
dividual members ‘are lost, but in the 
Senate of the United States, where 
great commercial treaties are ratified 
und great national policies determined, 
they woud have one-half the power as 
|one Btate which they might exercise for 
the benefit of their own people and of 
the great West as two states. 


The “Inevitable” Argument. 


“Another afgument tin favor of one 
State is the argument of fate, that is 
inevitable. In other words, even if the 
people of Indian Territory want an in- 
dependent State end if the people of

‘4. United States is bound by treaty 
not to extend the State lines over In- 
dian Territory except with the consent 
of the Indian people, and they have re- 
fused to consent to any other than an 
independent State for Indian Territory. 


are living under a code of iaws adopted 
by Congress from the code of Arkan- 
sas, and the people of Oklahoma under 
a law modified from that of Nebraska. 
A violent change of these statutes 
would be most embarrassing and 4 
grievous annoyance to the people. 

‘6. The tax system of Oklahoma runs 
as high as 7 per cent and by common 
consent there is rivalry among certain 
property.owners in grading the assess- 
ment on their assets at lower and low- 
er valuations.

From Nut Sales.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 2%.—The de. 
veloprrent of the pecan industry in 
West Texas is being urged by many 
familiar with the great returns that 
can be had from the planting of this 
nut. . 

The tree will grow with very little 
cultivation and will bear for many 
years, and experts say that no crop 
yields a better return, especially as the 
land could be utilized for other crops 
during the time the pecans were com- 
ing to maturity. 

H. A. Halbert, 
culture, says: 

“As a rough estimate, we would say 
that the area of land fn Texas on 
which the pecan will thrive, without 


an expert on pecan 


crowding is 20,000,000 acres. This vast 
area will grow half a billion of trees. 
At a low estimate of $5 per tree as an 
annual income, the total annual value 
would be $2,500,000,00. This, in pounds, 
would be 50,000,000,000, or 1,250,000 car- 
loads, enough toa supply the world, and 
in a few years to absorb its wealth. 
This estimate is made upon a basis of 
the low average rate in price and bear- 
ing qualities of the Texas wild pecan. 
Suppose this area was planted in the 
improved soft-shell varieties, and the 
ruling price obtained for them, these 
figures would be greatly augmented,

“When you see a batter changing his 
style of batting every little while, chok- 
ing the bat one day and swinging the 
next, running up In the box and satand- 
ing far back behind the plate, look uut 
for him—he is going to olow up.” says 
President Comiskey of the White Sox. 

“When a ballplayer finds the way he 
can handle his bat with the’ greatest 
ease and the most success, let him stick 
to that one style of stick work. As 
svon as he goes to changing the pitch- 
ers know he is gone, and he might as 
well quit, for he tells every one who 
will come within sight of him that 
he can’t bat Any more. 

“One of the most striking cages of 
this kind 1 ever knew was that Billy 
Clingman. There wasn't a better field 
er in the country than he, and he used 
to do fairly well with the stick. But 
finally he got to switching, hoping .to 
improve his batting or keep it up to 
his old standard. It wasn't any time 
at all until it was known all over the 
circuit that Clingman was all in, au 
far as hitting the ball was concerned.

He was confined 
for about a half hour in the prisoner's 
cage while his fine was being paid, -to- 
gether with Constant Melancon, brother 
of Millionaire Jules Melancon of New 
York. Young Melancon is held here as 
a fugitive from justice and has admitted 
taking jewelry that belongs to his 
brother. 

John C. Wilkinson, father of the 
young man; Judge John Woods, friend 
and attorney, and several other friends 
accompanied them to the courtroom. 
The friends endeavored to persuade 
Prosecuting Attorney Williams to rec- 
ommend leniency by the court. They 
urged his social connections and the 
prominence of his family as reason for 
mercy. 

“The advantages he has had,” said 
Williams, ‘“‘make his conduct aj] the 
more reprehensible. I am in favor of 
a workhouse sentence for him.”

War on Mosquito, Deadly Car- 
rier, to Be Preached From 
Pulpits Today—Texas Shuts 
Out Passengers. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 29.—A partial 
and unofficial fever report at 4 o'clock 
indicates 25 new cases and seven deaths 


fever broke out July 13, and 64 deaths. 
Today's developments also indicate an 
increase of six or seven new foci of 
infection over the city, making 42 spots 
in the city where fever exists or has ex- 
isted. 

A genuine case of yellow fever was 
reported by Dr. Brady on Wiillswood 
Plantation, at Waggaman, in Jefferson 
Parish, on the west bank of the river. 
This is an Italian and came from the 
original infected district in New Or- 
leans. Several Italian cases are being 
investigated at Milneburg on Lake 
Pontchartrain. 

From the Board of Health’s official 
map, therefore, it is seen that the block 
of Italians where the fever first orig- 
inated have slipped out and carried the 
plague in many directions. The work 
of the officials now is to stamp it out 
wherever it crops out again and not 
allow it to spread from the new infected 
spots. 

Mississippi now has a genuine case at 
Lumberton that came from the Italian 
block. This first week of the yellow 
fever scare of 1905 has also developed 
genuine cases in Bayou Goula, Port 
Barrow, Bowie and Bunkie. This gives 
an idea of the progress of the disease 
the first week. 


Spreads Above Canal Street. 
A gradual spread is being found 
above Canal street, Of yesterday's 
deaths all were Italians. Of. the new 
cases five were above Canal street, one 
a prominent iawyer, residing way up on 
Calhoun street, and the other,was that 
of a servant girl who had gone to the 
infected district to spend a night with 
relatives. The lawyer was bitten by a 
slegomia mosquito while down in that 
neighborhood on professional business. 
Dr. J. H. White of the United States

‘Nothing, Not a Word Now, Boys,’’ Said the Peach, 


Watching His Better 


Instructions, 
By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 29.—Chauncey M. 
Depew, junior senator from New York, 
arrived home from Europe tonight on 
the steamer St. Paul. 

There was something pathetic about 
his homecoming, so very différent from 
other times. He is home to explain 
and defend. 

For years Mr. Depew has been mak- 
ing trips abroad, and each year, upon 
his return, he has met the newspaper 
men with an interview prepared before- 
hand relating to every public question 
that has arisen during his absence. To- 
night there was no interview. 

It might be unkind to intimate fhat 
the junior senator from New York, usu- 
ally so loquacious, was influenced by 
his wife, but the fact remains that 
Mrs. Depew was at his elbow, and re- 
strained his flights of fancy as he 
looked out over the gleaming waters 
and saw the skyscrapers of New York 
grow into stern reality. 

“Nothing, not a word, boys,’ said the 
“Peach” with an expansive smile and 
a comprehensive wave of the hands. 

“Just give me chance to look Over 
what has been said during my absence, 
and perhaps I will give out a statement 
covering my relations with the Equitable 
Life Society. 

“T have come home 3000 miles to learn 
what is going on. Now, then, you boys 
want to give me a chance to learn just 
what is going on. When I find out just 
where I am at the American public shall 
know all that I know.”’ 

“Col. Mann of Town Topics says, sena- 
tor, that you have subscribed $2,500 for 
a copy of ‘Fads and Fancies,’ while you 
have »ecn quoted abroad as saying that 
you c:d not give anything like that 
surm.’’ 

“Now, see here,’ said Senator De- 
pew, while his wife looked anxiously in 
his face, “Col. Mann is a fine gentle- 
man. I know him very well; in fact, 
he is what I consider an excellent gen- 
tleman. 

‘“‘Someone—I don't know just now who 
it was—came to me and asked me to 
subscribe for this publication. He told 
me it was to be the finest book ever 
seen in the world, and I very willingly 
subscribed $1500. He showed me a lon 
list of other prominent subscribers, ant

Il was quite willing to go in with them. 
There was no coercion and no threats. 

“T went in like anybody else would. I 
have seen it mentioned that in soliciting 
for this book people have been told that 
there was something in it for the boys.

“You must be an easy mark, Senator,”’ 
said one of his interviewers. 

“I suppose you might call it that,’ 
he said, “but then I never inquire too 
closely into that sort of thing. I find 
it very hard to refuse any request made 
of me by mv friends. That is the rea- 
son why I make speeches at so many 
dinners and tell stories.’ 

Right here the Senator broke into a 
burst of boyish laughter, and clapping 
his hands together said: 

“Ha, ha, ha! That reminds me that 
I haven't got a new story since I’ve 
been abroad. Everybody says to me: 
‘Now, then, Depew, tell us some of your 
stories,’ and I have to tell ‘em some 
of the old ones I've been telling over 
here for a year. But they seem to go, 
all right.’’ 

Pausing for a moment as if this ended 
the interview, the Senator smiled upon 
the newspaper men. One of them found 
courage to ask: 

“Senator, some of the newspapers say 
that the bloom has been taken off.the 
peach. Do you think that had your tes- 
timony in the Equitable case come out 
before you had been elected to the Sen- 
ate you would have been sent there?” 

Then it was that the Senator made 
the remark that some prophets make 
better ‘hinder prophecies’ than they do 
forecasts. 

Summing up, Mr. Depew said: 

‘“‘Iiere I am. I have cut short my 
vacation and come home. I am ready 
to face every accusation and to reply 
to every insinuation that has been 
brought against me. Some people say 
that I am sad and broken down. Well, 
. can only say that I am ready to an- 
swer anything that may be put up to 
me. You may say that I am happy and 
cheerful.,”’ 

With this the junior Senator from 
New York turned and beamed upon his 
young wife.

There was just a momentary greeting 
between the two and they turned away 
and entered a carriage, not waiting to 
say ‘‘How do you do” to Senator De- 
pew, who was only a few steps behind 
Mrs. Platt.

Defaulting Superintendent of 
Postal Station Surrenders 
to Authorities. 


WAS HUNGRY TWO DAYS 


Says He Approached River 
Twice With Intention of. 
Drowning Himself. 


Fred Angelbeck, a tailor, in charge 
of Wabash Postoffice Station, 3908 La- 
cleds avenue, whd disappeared Tuesday, 
following the discovery of a shortage 
in his accounts by Postoffice Inspectors 
Rein and Stice, surrendered himself to 
the inspectors yesterday. A warrant 
was issued charging émbezzlement of 
$411.93 of postal funds, and he was ad- 
mitied to bail in the sum of $1000 by 
United States Commissioner James R. 
Gray. 

Since his disappearance Angelbeck 
says he has wandered about the coun- 
try a few miles south of St. Louis, 
without food, and twice he approached 
the Mississippi wih the intention of 
escaping the consequences of his acts 
by suicide, but both times he walked 
away, though once he even walked into 
the water. 

Angelbeck’s shortage was discovered 
Monday night. He agreed to meet the 
inspectors the following day with money 
to make good the shortage. He. had 
®xpected friends to come to his assist- 
ance, but when he explained the cir- 
cumstances they refused to loan him 
the necessary amount. 

Believing that he saw only the peni- 
tentiary ahead of him, he says, he 
boarded a Broadway car at Market 
Street, after drinking a cup of coffee. 
He spent, his last nickel riding as far 
as the car wouid take him. Then, he 
Says, he walked to the river's edge, 
fully determined to jump into the 
water. There was a fisherman nearby, 
and fearing that he would be rescued, 
Angelbeck walked on. 

For four days, he says, he wandered 
about, eating nothing but two apples 
and sleeping in haystacks and barns. 
Friday afternoon his hunger was so in- 
tense that he asked at a farm house for 


food. It was given to him. He ther 
determined to surrender himself, and 
walked into the city, to the home of a 
friend, Adolph Steipel, where he spent 
Friday night. 

When arraigned before Commissioner 
Gray, Angelbeck admitted his short- 
age..

OVER LIGHT BILL 


Mass Meeting of Springfield 
Citizens Demanded That 
Mayor Be Given Plant. 


SESSION ENDS IN FIGHT 


Combine Meets in an Office and 
Court Sustains Utilitjes 
Company’s Longer Lease.

SPRINGFIELD, Hl, July 29.—Eight 
Aldermen, constituting a majority of 
the City Council, whe have been try- 
ing for some time to turn the city’s 
municipal light plant over to the local 
utilities company, precipitated a riot in 
the Council Chamber tonight. 

Last Tuesday night Mayor Devereux 
adjourned a special meeting under the 
gavel to prevent the eight Aldermen 
from handing the city’s plant to the 
utilities concern in the face of a bet- 
ter propcesal to the city. 

Last night a mass meeting of 600 citi- 
zens bitterly condemned by resolution 
the action of the elght Aldermen, com- 
mended the Mayor and demanded that 
the Aldermen empower the Mayor to 
take immediate possession of the plant. 

The meeting which resulted so disae- 
trously tonight was called specially by 
three of the Aldermen, who are work- 


ing in the interest of the local trust, 
for the purpose of extending for 30 mys 
the contract with the Utilities Co 
which expired June 1 last. | 

Mayor Devereux, having knowledge of 
the public sentiment expressed at the 
mass meeting, again adgourned the 
Council under the gavel and immediate- 
ly the row was in progress. 

Alderman James Hickox, who is lead- 
ing the combination of eight, attempted 
to take the Mayor's chair and was 
thrown out by Sergt. Brightman. 


Everybody Mixed. 


Alderman Logan Hay rushed to Hick- 
Ox's assistance, and in a second every- 
ene present in the Council Chamber was 
involved in the mixup. 

Then *he lights went out. But Hickox 
was pares for such a move and pro- 
duced a dozen candles. 

Mayor Devereux ordered the Council 
Chamber cleared and the eight Alder- 
men adjourned to the office of Logan 
Hay, where later they went through 
the form of adopting the order extend- 
ing the contract for 20 days. 

During the mixup in the Council 
Chamber Alderman Hanselman, who is 
one of the combination of eight, mys- 
terlously disappeared, and the members 
of the combination charged that he 
had been kidnaped. Later Hanselman 
told friends that he was through with 
the combination and would no longer be 
a arty to its actions.

NEW YORK, July 29.—Isabel Cowan, 
a slip of a girl, 15 years old, with long 
black hair hanging about her shoulders, 
her cheeks sunken an@ bloodless, her 
eyes staring affrightedly, stood in the 
Children’s Court today and told how 
for three months she had made her 
home in Central Park. 

Not once during all that time had she 
slept in a. bed. 

The only food she had eaten had been 
what she had found in the park, left 
there by picnic parties. 

At times she would steal forth in the 
early morning and take milk left at the 
doors of houses near by. During all 
these months this child had not spoken 
to man, woman or child, and she had 
become as timid as the birds with which 
she lived in the park. 

The girl was found on Friday, after a 
search which had continued since the 
first of last May, and which had en- 
gaged the attention of the entire Po- 
lice Department. She looked more ani- 
mal than human when found, with her 
heavy matted hair about her head, her 
garments hanging on her wasted body 
in sheds, half starved, half mad, know- 
ing only how to run when capture was 
threatened. 

The girl—and a beautiful girl she was, 
too, before a tragedy came into her life 
the latter part of last April, when, 
notherless, she fell into the hands of 
designing men, who gave her 
drugs—is the daughter of the late 
“Jack” Cowan, who, a score of years

Buskirk says that a change of orders 
for the Bennington had caused the 
generating of steam as rapidly as pos- 
sible for immediate movement. He was 
one of the men relieved at 8 a. m. by 
the first section of the engineer's 
force, of which Charles Kuntz was a 
member. He was thus permitted to es- 
cape the catastrophe, while his friend 
was killed.

MUCH MISAPPREHENSION

AUSTIN, Tex., July 29.—Since the pub- 
lication of the list of 6,000,000 acres of 
school land to come on the market 
Sept. 1, the Land Commissioner has 
simply been flooded with additienal re- 
quests for the list and for information 
in regard to the land. There appears 
to be no cessation, yet 40,000 requests 
for copies had been received before it 
issued from the press. Few people real- 
ize that actual settlement is required 
in order to secure the land, and that 
as a rule the land does not He in solid 
blocks—that is, four sections of school 
land usually are bordered by sections 
of railroad land. 

When the railroads were given State 
land for miles of road constructed in 
this State, they located the land in 
any county where there was public do- 
main or vacant land, which has long 
since been exhausted. The law authoriz- 
ing the locations required the roads to 
locate every alternate section for the 
school land, which-resulted in the school 
fund receiving just as many acres as the 
railroads and every valley or section 
was equally divided. The law. prevented 
the roads from locating solid blocks in 
some rich valley or on an entire water 
course,

All men in whose character there is not an element of 
hardened baseness must admit the need In our public life 
of those qualities which we somewhat vaguely group to- 
gether when we speak of “reform,’’ and all men of sound 
mind must also admit the need of efficiency. 

There are, of course, men of such low moral type, or of 
such ingrained cynicism, that they do not believe in the 
possibility of making anything better, or do not care to see 
things better. There are also men who are slightly dis 
ordered mentally, Or who. are cursed with a moral twist 
which makes them champion reforms less from a desire to 
do good to others than as a kind of tribute to their own 
righteousness, for the sake of emphasizing their own superi- 
ority. From neither of these classes can we get any real 
help in the unending struggle for righteousness. There re- 
mains the great body of the people, including the entire 
body of those through whom the salygtion of the people 
must ultimately be worked out. All th’se men combine, or 
seek to combine, in varying degrees the quality of striving 
after the ideal, that is, the quality which makes men re- 
formers, and the quality of so striving through practical 
methods-—-the quality which makes men efficient. Both quali- 
ties are absolutely essential. The absence of either makes 
the presence of the other worthless or worse. * * * 

We need the worker in the fleld of social and civic re- 
form; the man who its keenly interested in some univers'ty 
settlement, some civic club or citizens’ association which

Hypocrisy is a pecullariy revolting vice alike in pub- 
lic and private life; and in public lfe—at least tn’ high pbo- 
sition—it can only be practised on a large scale for any 
length of time in those places where the people in mass real- 
ly warrant Machiavelli's description, and are content with 
a complete divorce between promise and performance. * * *

Canada Appoints Commission 
to Apportion Force for 
Electricity. 


OTTAWA, Ont., July 29.—A_ special 
commission of inquiry appointed by the 
Provincial Government to look into the 
possibilities of electrical power develop- 
ment within the province and the exist- 
ing conditions of the hydraulic and elec- 
trical power concerns now operating 
purposes to divide Ontario tnto four 
electrical districts. The idea ts to sgse- 
lect a water power in each district 
where electrical power may be produced 
and transmitted to all other points tn 
the district. 

The four water powers destined to 
supply the district are Niagara Falls. 
the Chaudiere Falls at Ottawa, St. 
Mary’s Rapids at the Sault Ste. Marie 
and Kakabeka Falis near Fort William 

It is estimated that power from each 
of these centers can be transmitted 200 
miles and still less expensive than 
steam power. The commission wil] ob- 
tain full information with regard to the 
cost of development, cost of transmis- 
sion and price that would have to be 
charged consumers that a proper re- 
turn may be made on money invested 


The Government does not intend to go 
nto power development itself, except as 
alast resort. It will, however, endeavor 
to govern and restrict the operations o¢€ 
private corporations, especially in the 
matter of rates.

ARE NOT KEPT 


Bridge Charge Continues to 
Menace Business Prosperity 
of St. Louis by Adding Bur- 
den on Local Trade. 


IMPORTANT ADVANTAGE 
GIVEN TO OTHER CITIES 


Goods Reshipped at St, Louis, 
Going East or West, Subject- 
ed to Higher Tariff Than Di- 
rect Shipments. ‘ 


Nearly two months have elapsed since 
President Walsh of’ the Terminal] Rail- 
road Association announced that steps 
would be taken by the lines embracing 
the Terminal combine to rid St. Louts 
of the bridge arbitrary. 

Mr. Walsh said the matter had been 
referred to the Terminal Executive 
Board. Thus far that body has taken 
no action whatever looking to the relief 
of St. Louls’ commercial interests. 

The Municipal Bridge Commission, of 
which Mayor Wells is chairman, has 
adjourned for the summer. 

It has done nothing since its organ- 
ization four months ago in the way of 
collecting information relative to 8st. 
Leouls terminal conditions, 

Nor has the commission suggested a 
remedy for the present embargo on St. 
Louls commerce. Meanwhile St. Louls 
shippers continue to suffer from the ex- 
actions of the bridge arbitrary. 

Proof that St. Louis is still being dis- 
criminated against in favor of: other 
cities by reason of the arbitrary Is 
shown particularly in shipments to and 
from points east and west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. 


One Discrimination Shown. 

The following may be cited as a typ- 
ical case in point: 

Fruit jars, in carload lots: Marion, 
Ind., to East St. Louis, 14 cents per 
hundredweight, minimum 26,000 pounds;

WORK TO BE PRACTICAL 


Movement Is Result of Demand 
of Railroads for High- 
Grade Employes. 


ALTOONA, Pa., July 2.—A special 
course of instruction to fit boys to be- 
come apprentices in the shops of the 
Pennsylvania Rallroad is about to De 
added to the curriculum of the Altoona 
High School. The School Board has 
had the plan in mind for some time 
and the matter has received the hearty 
indorsement Of the Pennsylvania offi- 
cials. Recently the members of the 
Altoona School Board and Superintend- 
ent Wightman made a tour of the shops 
at Altoona to gain information which 
would be helpful in outlining the 
course. 

Experienced mechanics, with a 
knowledge of the work of locomotive 
plants and repair shops, are to be in- 
structors In the new course. Shops 
will be equipped In the High School 
and laboratories and tools will be pro- 
vided. Much of the time of the stu- 
dents in the course will be spent, how- 
ever, in the railroad’s shops, where the 
work will be practical 

A general movement its on foot 
throughout the country to improve the 
quality of railroad employes by giving 
them courses of training in schools 
erior to their taking up actual work. 
The work in schools which have begun 
such courses is both practical and theo- 
retical. with the former method of In- 
struction predominating. 

The Erte Raflroad has established a 
echool to train young men to become 
station agents and it promises to be 
very successful. Some of the technical 
echools have established couses fn rafl- 
road engineering, maintaining that the 
eubject is of eo large a scope that it 
eannot be taught satisfactorily in the 
clvil engineering course,but must be con- 
sidered as distinct and separate.

He 
extelied Maud Gonne as an Irish Joun 
of Are, whose life had been one contin- 
ual sacrifice for everything Irish. 

Maitre Labori read letters from Secre- 
tary Rietz, President Steyn, Gen. Botha, 
Gen. Joubert and other Boer leaders, 
les.itying to MacBride’s patriotism, 
ability and sober habits: also 
others irom Paris associates, of a sim- 
Hut tenor. He also asserted that the 
Irish Joan of Are was of purely En- 
sish parentage and had not a drop 
of Irtsh blood in her veins.

LONDON, July 2%.—Two thousand 
delegates, representing 7,000,000 Baptists 
in all parts of the world, are in Lon- 
don, attending the Baptist World Con- 
gress. 

Nearly 500 of these are from the 
United States and Canada, and 580 of 
them are colored men, representatives 
of what ace known as “Afro-Amerjcan” 


churches. 

These colored delegates are spendin 
most of their time seeing London, an 
being seen by it, for they attract near- 
ly as much attention as they give to 
the sights of the town.

Duties of Players in Various 
Positions Have Been Com- 
pletely Transformed.

The game of baseball as it is now 
Played—scientific baseball we call it— 
has go changed that in the past ten 
years the duties of the men playing the 
various positions have undergone a com- 
plete transformation. Outflelders are 
‘ho longer supposed to dash in on low 
line balls and, diving headlong, scoop 
them out of the dust. 

The cold-blooded, scientific method 
gays: “Play it safe, and hold the hit 
to a single. Take it on an easy bound, 
@o that it can’t pass you and go for 
three bases.”’ 

The first baseman has been converted 
from a lumbering slugger of the 
Brouthers sort, whose sole fielding in- 
junction was to stand anchored to the 
bag and never move for a ball, into the 
mitted marvel of the Tenney type, cov- 
ering all kinds of ground, dashing in 
for bunts and shifting all over the in- 
field, to care for the various types of 
hitters. 

The new game has pulled the second 
baseman far over toward first base and 
out into right field. It has made the 
catchér the pivot of the team work, de- 
creased long hits and made the ability 
to tap little ones to the infield far more 
essential than the power of lacing the 
ephere against the fence. 

In fact, modern baseball has given 
more work to everybody but the pitch- 
er; and this is said with a full knowl- 
edge of the fact that now he has to 
field many bunts. 

The tendency of specialization has op- 
erated in the national game just as in 
all fields of endeavor requiring trained 
ability. The baseball strategist looks 
on his twirler as holding the success of 
the team in his hands, so he keeps the 
slabmen wrapped up in cotton.

Edward Would Make Agree- 
ment With France to Head 
German War Progress.

CHICAGO, July 29.—The California 
express on the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroad, leaving this city at 
10 o'clock, went into the ditch tonight 
at Lemont, a village 3 miles south- 
west of here. 

One man was taken from the wreck- 
age crushed beyond recognition.

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“NEW MASS IN D.” BY 
ALFRED G, 
PRAISED BY CRITIC 


ROBYN IS 


The Post-Dispatch presents to its 
readers the following analytical criti- 
cism of Alfred G. Robyn's ‘Mass in D,”’ 
which was given for the first time at 
the College Church, Grand and Lindell 
avenues, Sunday, July 2. 

This mass was composed by Mr. 
Robyn in memory of his recently de- 
ceased father, William Robyn, who was 
for 40 years organist of the College 
Church ,and under whom Alfred G. 
Robyn himself received his first organ 
instruction, and is dedicated by the son 
to the father’s memory. It is regarded 
by its composer as his most ambitious 
and earnest work. 

The criticism below is from the pen 
of Waldemar Malmene, the well-known 
scholar and musician. 

By WALDEMAR MALMENE. 

After listening attentively to the per- 
formance of Alfred G. Robyn's mass, 
and a hasty perusal of the score, it Is 
gratifying to bear testimony to the com- 
poser’s innate talent and musicianship. 
Mr. Robyn's name ag a successful sons- 
writer, accomplished musician and suc- 
cessful opera composer is too well 
known to*need any comment, but in 
writing a mase for thé Catholic church 
he has entered a new field which will 
endear his name and fame to a future 
more lasting than song or opera. 

Before entering into details of this 
mass it must be self-evident to all who 
had the opportunity of hearing the 
work that the spirit of religious favor 
is manifest in all the different move- 
ments and a logical interpretation of 
the sentiments contained in the words. 
The musical expression is free from all 
sensational elements, so aften noticea~- 
ble in works of this kind, where the 
composer seeks to attract the audience 
by startling operatic melodies and 
please the singers’ vanity. 

Mr. Robyn had chosen the harmonic 

D minor key for the Kyrie ‘Lord, Have 
Mercy,” the voices in unison giving the 
first motivo. 
. The alto and bass reiterate the same 
in the ninth measure in the dominant, 
to which. soprano and tenor respond 
with a second motivo in G minor, the 
previous section having just closed in 
G minor. A similar transposition from 
G major to G minor ts heard in the 
thirty-second and thirty-sixth measure. 
Towards the end tenor and bass rein- 
troduce the ‘first motivo once more in 
thirds, after which it is heard once 
more in unison by all the voices. 

The jubilant strains of the ‘Gloria in 
Excelsis’’ form an excellent contrast to 
the Kyrie. 


Effective Passages. 

The Unison passages are relieved by 
some obligato organ accompaniments, 
which are highly effective and system- 
atically elaborated. 

With the words ‘‘gratias agimus tibi,” 
the composer introduces a charming 


me'ody for the bess during 13 measures 
B flat as an organpvint, after which 
come bold and well connected modula- 
tions, from the key of F major, begin- 
ning with “Domine Deus Ret Coelestis”’ 
bring us to the key of C flat major. 
Here the inharmonic change to B major 
repeats the preceding phrase, terminat- 
ing with the ciord of the dimin sed 
seventh on G sharp, bringing us back to 
the original key of D mayjor. 

Mr. Robyn's skill as an harmonist is 
self-evident. 

The rich, meee alto voice of 
Miss Eugenia “Getner was heard to the 
greatest advantage in the solo, “Qui Tol- 
lis.” Wuule the harmony remains chiefly 
in the key of D minor, the melody, al- 
though eimple and free from ostenta- 
tious display, was well adapted to ex- 
hibit the great compass of the lady's 
voice. The subdued chorus which Inter- 
vened lent an extra charm te this num- 
ber. | 

The subsequent chorus, “Cum Sancto 
Spiritu,” is ushered in by the bass voices 
with a brilliant fugato theme, which 
Mr. Robyn has skillfully worked out, 
concluding with the so-called “Dresden 


Amen.’ 


Phrases Are Skillful. 

The “Credo” is full of life, containing 
several short phrases which are skill- 
fully interwoven, sung by alto, 
and bass voices. There 
in theeorgan accompaniment when the 
unison passage, “Genitum non factum,”’ 
is introduced, which cannot fail to be 
impressive not only from a musical 
but also from its theological standpoint. 
The organ accompaniment is brilliant 
throughout.

VERNAL, Utah, July 29.—If you in- 
tend to draw for a homestead in the 
rich Uintah Indian Reservation to be 
thrown open Sept. 1, you must comply 
with the following conditions: 

You will have to register and file an 
entry upon the land to get it. Also you 
w'll have to be lucky enough to draw 
one of the claims before they are ex- 
hausted. 

You will have to go to Vernal, Utah, 
to make entry. To register, which 
comes first, you may go either to Ver- 
nal, Provo or Price, Utah, or to Grand 
Junction, Colo, 

It will cost you the entry fee of $16, 
within the railroad limits, and $24 out- 
side those bounds. It will also cost you 
the Government price of $1.% an acre 
when you make final entry. To that 
you must add the cost of transporta- 


tion and living while you are going to 


and returning from the places of regis- 
tration and entry, and inspecting the 
land in order to choose your claim. 

At the lowest estimate it will cost you 
$2 a day to live. 

The best land will be worth from $20 
to $25 an acre; the poorest not more than 
the Government price. [Land between 
the two will scale from one to the 
other. . 

A claim of 160 acres of te best land 
will be worth, according to conservative 
estimates, from $8000 to $4000. 

Judgments differ upon the question of 
how much there is of this land, but it 
is said there is between 10,000 and 20,000 
acres. Some people say more. 

The Uintah reservation is in North- 
eastern Utah, and the land which is to 
be opened for entry contains 1,069,000 
acres. This 49 all agricultural land, 
the mineral land being reserved for 
two months. 

This land will cut up into 6687 claims 
of 160 acres.

JAPS WILL GROW 
AICE IN TEXAS 


Rich Native Banker of Formosa 
Tells of the Plans He Is 
Carrying Out. © 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., July 29.—Some time 
since the newspapers of Texas con- 
tained accounts of the visit to South 
Texas of represontatives of Japanese 
financiers. It was stated then that the 
object of the visit was to procure lands 
upon which colonies of Japanese might 
be established for the purpose of cul- 
tivating rice. There is a report on this 
subject from United States Consul 
Fisher at Tamsui, Island of Formosa, 
in the consular reports just issued by 
the United States Government. The 
Teport contains much that is interest- 
ing and gives the text of three clp- 
pings from Japanese newspapers deal- 
ing with the matter. 

The Japanese banker who !s at the 
head of the movement is -Mr. Gada. 
“The Mr. Gada referred to,’’ says Con- 
sul Ilisher, “is a person possessing con- 
siderable wealth. He has resided in 
Formosa since 1896, and is auditor of the 
Taiwan Bank, His commercial and in- 
dustrial interests in this island, as well 
as in Japan, are quite extensive. If his 
agricultural undertaking in Texas is 
carried to completion it will no doubt 
lead to a large immigration of Japanese 


into that region.”’ 
The Japanese newspaper celffping 


which gives the most information about 
the project is from the Taiwan Nichi 
Nichi Shimpo of Taihoku, Formosa, in 
which is an interview with Mr. Gada, 
The interview is as follows: 


- “Farming is the only enterprise that 
it seems can be profitably undertaken 
in America by the Japanese. In the 
manufacturing industries the Americans 
are using large capital and extensive 
machinery and are making every ef- 
fort to reduce the cost of production. 
The progress in the economical use of 
machinery is very conspicuous, but in 
agriculture they are unable to employ 
these methods, and therefore do not 
question the comparatively high prices 
for vegetables and grains they consume. 
The reason seems to be their absolute 
devotion to the manufacturing indus- 
tries, which leaves them no time to 
consider other enterprises. It is there- 
fore in agriculture that the Japanese in 
America are most likely to meet with 
success. 

“The total area of the uncultivated re- 
gions in Texas, where kh have under- 
taken the farming scheme is larger than 
Japan. Until a few years ago it was 
used for grazing, but it has gradually 
come to be considered a district for cul- 
tivation, and the prospects for its fu- 
ture are very promising. The agricul- 
tural productions can be sent to the 
market at New York in two days, to 
Chicago in one and one-half days and 
to San Francisco in four .ays. The 
area I intend to cultivate consists of 
about twenty thousand cho bu _ (49,000 
acres) and the price of the land is but 
5 yen ($2.50) per tan (0.245,acre). This 
region having been grazing land up to 
the present time there will be little dif- 
ficulty or expense in preparing the 
ground for cultivation, and the Soil is 
very rich, so that there will be no 
necessity for using fertilizers for at 
least ten years. Before returning to 
Japan I made arrangements with the 
railroad company owning the :and to 
purchase it any time. 

“My scheme is to invest 700,000 or 
800,000 yen ($360,000 or $400,000) during the 
first year in the purchase of land and 
expenses. It is estimated that at the 
end of four years a profit of 2,000,000 
yen ($1,000,000) will be realized. 

“Of the different agricultural pursuits 
that of growing vegetables is the most 
rofitable. As the cultivation of 40 cho 
u (98 acres) requires but two men and 
three horses, the profits and the ex- 
penses can be easily estimated. No pro- 
cedure is required to secure a market, 
as the ‘trust’ makes contracts with the 
farmers and advances money for their 
produce before the time for marketing. 
The prices are fixed on the basis of the 
price at which the bepeg is supplied 
to the consumers, which allows propor- 
tionate profits to both the ‘trust’ and 
the furmers, and as the ‘trust’ would 
not attempt to make a reduction, this 
method of marketing will be convenient 
for Japanese who engage in agriculture 
in America.’

Shown by Weekly Bank 
Statement, Greatest in New 
York Financial History but 
One. 


WHEAT IS DEPRESSED 
AND COTTON ACTIVE 


Speculation Strong on Reports 
of Short Acreage and Dam- 
age in Mississippi Valley and 
Texas Fields.

NEW YORK, July 29.—The Evening 
Post in its review of the markets today 

SavVs: 

Following last week's $10,000,000 de- 
crease in New York banks’ loans, to- 
day’s weekly bank statement ‘reported 
a further expansion of $18,400,000. This 
brings the total loan account of these 
institutions to a figure never but once 
exceeded in New York banking history, 
the occasion being Oct. 8, last year, 
when outstanding loans footed up $1,- 
145,989,200, against the $1,144,847,000 re- 
ported today. 

As it happens, cash held in reserve 
against these loans is larger today than 
it was at that date last year, but the 
‘harvest demand’ had by that time 
pretty much spent itself, whereas just 
now that demand is all before the mar- 
ket. hee 

On the face of today’s returns, with 
surplus reserves far below the level 
reached at this date in any year of the 
decade past save 1902 and 1899 (both of 
them years of tight money in the au- 
tumn), one might suppose that some 
signs of tightening would be visible to- 
day. Nothing of the sort is to be seen, 
however. 

The gain in cash of $5,942,700 was much 
larger than expected and operated to 
conserve the margin of the surplus. 
Weekly reports of the mercantile agen- 
cles helped to foster tlie cheerful feel- 
ing over the business’ outlook which 
has grown up in Wall street. 


Stock Market, 


The bank statement had no visible in- 
fluence on the day’s stock market, which 
indeed was practically lHfeless. Gener- 
ally, prices remained a fraction over 
yesterday, one or two stocks advancing 
a point or thereabouts. But these were 
exceptions, as a rule, the day's net 
changes were extremely small. Prices 
weakened a trifle at the close. 

On the London market there was an- 
other moderate forward movement. The 
action of that financial market since 
the beginning of this week sugyests at 
least the probability that from now on 
rumors and “private information” re- 
garding the peace conference. will play 
their part on the Stock Exchanges. 


A feature of the day was the new 
record price for Delaware. Lacka- 
wanna & Western at 410, accompan- 
led by rumors of another 
extra dividend on that stock.

Pronounced depression and great

It was evident that the declining 
trend was largely caused by specula- 
tive influences. 

The increased pressure to sell was 
mainly attributable to highly satis- 
factory climatic conditions west, ex- 
cellent harvesting and threshing re- 
turns with continued arrivals at pri- 
mary points, and especially at St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Toledo. 

As it came from these factors, it was 
easy to perceive, that the weakness 
Was to an appreciative degree the re- 
sult of manipulation on the part of 
prominent western professional oper- 
ators. They were, in other 
tomary vigor, and apparently with 
much success, 

Ten days or two weeks ago, these 
same traders were in the game on the 
side of rising prices, taking advan- 
tages of the “rust scare.” 

They forced shorts and covered, 
which made it possible for them to 
unload at a handsome profit. As us- 
val, after nearly all the shorts had 
covered, they promptly switched to 
the other side and have since been 
selling wheat with much aggressive- 
ness. 

Much has been made of the so-called 
enormous receipts and the alleged un- 
precedented yields in Kansas and else- 
where. There has also been a pecu- 
liarly suspicious decrease of rust 
damage reports and not a few people 
have been led to believe that all the 
serious damage that was represented 
to have been done ten days ago has 
been wholly repaired. 

Advices from numerous trustworthy 
sources. from the northwest in spring 
wheat declare that the plant in that 
section was in excellent condition, be- 
ing iittle or no- rust, while other deal- 
ers in neighboring places equally relia. 
ble contend that the rust has wrought 
considerable havoc. Taking the vari- 
ous reports and boiling them down, the 
conviction can be honestly arrived at 
that it is still tor early in the season 
to form any definite opinion as to how 
mueh, if any, deterioration rust has 
caused. Much, however, will depend on 
the weather hereafter. 

That there ir rust, however, cannot 
be denied, but it may not spread and it 
may not do any great injury in case 
the weather does not become extremely 
hot with too much moisture.

PRICE MOVEMENTS 
ARE CONFLICTING 


Speculative Sentiment Is Mixed 
and the Public Still 
Holds Aloof, 


LOCAL MARKET OUIET 


Brown Bros.’ Subscriptions Act- 
ive, but General List 
Is Neglected.

Market sentiment has shown no 
change, either for the better or the 
worse throughout the past week, and 
few features of importance from a 
speculative standpoint have developed. 
The trend of prices in the Bastern mar- 
kets has been hard to discern owing 
to the operations of the trading ele- 
ment, who are inclined to shift quick- 
ly from one side of the market to the 
Other, as the news received from day 
to day is favorable or unfavorable. 

From a technical standpoint condi- 
tions in the country at large are favor- 
able to higher stock prices. The pub- 
licatign of the quarterly statement of 


the United States Steel Corporation, 
which showed net earnings of $30,306,116, 
after charging off for depreciation over 
$7,000,000, indicates a present prosperity 
in the steel and iron industry, which is 
gcnerally considered the barometer of 
the country’s condition, never before 
equalcd with the exception of the boom 
period of 191, in the history of the 
country. Steel men generally are high- 
ly optimistic of the future of this im- 
portant industry and the belief seems 
well taken that exceptional prosperity 
in this trade may be looked forward to 
for some time to come. 

Crop conditions on the whole have re- 
mained favorable throughout the week, 
although crop damage reports circulat- 
ed in the early period of the week as 
regards the Northwestern wheat crop 
caused considerable uneasiness in 
speculative circles. Later denials of 
these reports accompanied by a decline 
in the wheat markét gave assurances 
that these statements had been circu- 
lated for market purposes, and the gen- 
eral belief now prevails among well- 
posted authorities that, unless the un- 
forseen should happed the wheat har- 
vest in the Northwest will be a satis- 
factory one. 

In the South and Southwest conditions 
seem to be less favorable owing to the 
backwardness and expected poor yield 
in the cotton crop. -The severe decline 
in the price of cotton last year, how- 
ever, and the low price at which the 
staple sold caused heavy holdings of 
the old crop to be carried over. And 
with the high prices now prevailing the 
money obtained for the yield should off- 
set to a large extent the loss in the 
actual product, and cause little if any 
setback In the present prosperity of the 
South and Southwest. 

Money market conditions in the coun- 
try at large remain unchanged. Inter- 
est rates on call loans are, if anything, 
easier than the preceding week, and 
time funds, which recently showed a 
tendency to harden, are again easy. 

Banking interests are generally of the 
opinion that the possibilities of tight 
money rates in the near future are re- 
mote, but in other well-posted and un- 
biased quarters it is believed, and just- 
ly, that higher rates will prevail. 

As pointed out before ip this column, 
the low condition of the banking re- 
serves, our heavy foreign indebtedness, 
the coming demands for a heavy crop 
movement, the enormous extension of 
credits in the stock market, and the in- 
creasing deficit in the revenues of the 
Government all indicate that the de- 
mands on the money market in a short 
time will be abnormal. And it Its al- 
most impossible«to foresee how interest 
rates can-fail to harden. 

All indications point to the fact that 
interest rates in New York City are 
being kept down to facilitate the mar- 
keting of securities, and if this is true 
and interest rates do rise nroney will 
naturally become tighter than if the 
money market had been allowed to take 
its own course and interest rates to ad- 
just themseives accordingly. 

The money market is the most im- 
poriant feature in the speculative sit- 
uation at the present time, and deserves 
the closest scrutiny from all prospec- 
tive purchasers who are thinkiing of 
entering the stock market at the pres- 
ent high level of values, 

The declaration of a 4 per cent divi- 
dend on Erie second preferred stock 
during the week came in the nature of 
a surprise, and following as it does on 
the increase in Reading, Baltimore & 
Ohio, Amalgamated Copper, Union Pa- 
cific, it shows that conditions in the 
railroad world are not only highly 
rosperous, but also indicates that the 
eading financial interests are doing 
everything in their power to make their 
securities attractive to the public. 

Whether or not these dividends will 
ultimately attract the public remains 
to be seen, but in the present state of 
the speculative mind the suspicion ex- 
ists, and justly, that these dividends 
are being pald to create a market to 
HMquidate on. and as yet the public 
shows no indication of entering on the 
speculative arena on an extensive scale. 

Nothing has been heard from Thomas 
W. Laweon tn the past month or two 
to disturb the tranquillity of the stock 
market, but that he will be heard from 
again when the time fs opportune and 
the long account in the stock over- 
extendec there is little question of a 
doubt. The shrewdness of this operator 
jis striking'y illustrated in the manner 
in which his publications cease after he 
has sterted a selling movement which 
has forced weak stock held by the pub- 
lic into strong hands. He realizes im- 
mediately that his publication will have 
little effect as long as the big interests 
have the securities, and consequently 
makes his attacks only when the public 
becomes extended In the market. 

Several times he has driven this ele- 
ment out with heavy losses to them- 
selves and to the discomfiture of the 
market manipulators, and if public spec. 
wlation is revived a market attack on 
the old lines from this operator may 
most certainly be looked forward to. 
These attacks. as has been demonstrat- 
ed, are not conducive of higher prices, 
and as they invariably frighten the pub- 
Iie out of the market, they must event- 
ually have more than a passing effect 
when once the present prosperous condi- 
tions show a minor setback 

Local conditions throughout the week 
show little if any change, and nothing 
has occurred to stimulate or depress 
speculative sentiment. Banking inter- 
esate report 4 fairly healthy volume of 
business for this period of the year, burt 
in some of the mercantile lines a lag- 
ging tendency is stil) noticeable.

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FARMERS PROFIT 


“BY RUST SCARE 


Cash Wheat Values Followed 
Options Up on Northwest 
Alarm—Steady Now. 


DANGER NOT ALL OVER 


Corn and Oats Cheaper on Pros- 
pects of Fine Yield—Vis- 
ible Supply Figures. 


The black rust scare has come and 
gone and the most apparent result is 
the dollars added to the checks of the 
farmers who sold their crop oft the well- 
sustained cash wheat prices induced by 


the upturn of the options while the 
scare lasted. When the Minneapolis 
longs turned the black rust stories loose 
No. 2 red wheat was selling at and be- 
low 8 cents. The September and De- 
cember options shot up under the influ- 
ence of the scare stories and cash wheat 
followed to 89 cents and thereabouts. 
Then the framework of the balloon col- 
lapsed and the option went down. Cash 
wheat followed slowly for three days, 
touching 8% cents Wednesday. Thurs- 
day the receipts, which had been aver- 
aging over 200,000 bu daily in St. Louis, 
dopped to 144,000 bu and complaints 
poured in from over the State that 
heavy rains were delaying threshing and 
that wheat in the shock was turning 
black. This steadied the cash market 
and 8c was the low price for that day. 
Friday 84¢c was reached, 

Someone suffered for the up-rush in 
the speculative market, but how much 
they suffered or profited there is not so 
easily ascertained, The coilapse of the 
scare has at least had the effect of 
making the speculators look at the 
alarm reports from the Northwest with 
more or less suspicion. It is the third 
trip skyward in the wake of the Min- 
neapolis crowd this year and the next 
alarm will have to have affidavits at- 
tached. 


Something Behind It. 


The rust scare was not all imaginary, 
however, and it leaves much of the 
spring Wheat still at the mercy of the 
weather. ihat black rust exists and is 
dangerous no one doubts. It has done 
littie damage so far, but the proper 
weather, damp and hot or muggy, will 
develop it and it can cut the yield and 
quality of the wheat up to the last mo 
ment. The best news of the week was 
that the reapers had started to work 
in the Southern Minnesota and Dakota 
fields. 

it is not making light of what may 
eventually develop into a serious mai- 
ter lo Suggest that red and black rust 
are not uncommon each year to @ great- 
er or lesser degree, happily for this 
country generally less than more, the 
damage, as a general rule, from rust 
being small. Not for many years prior 
to iv was the damage at all serious, 
and for that reason the suggestions of 
black rust this year carry much more 
weight in the speculative mind than 
usual. 

Indeed,

where in other years rust has 
looked for, this year the 
country is being scoured for it. But 
whether it will spread or develop a 
calamity is very uncertain. To thrive 
black rust must have black rust weath- 
er, heavy humidity, wet weather, which 
softens the tissues of the growing 
plant, making them more amenable. 
Rust is a plant, though It oN. wenger 
by spores instead of seeds. tfiven that 
instead of extreme humidity we have 
normal weather, the rust will not thrive 
hence not spread. It does not follow 
one vear of black rust must of neces- 
sity be followed by a second or a third, 
uniess the elements are entirely pro- 
pitious. The fact that conservative 
men insist that claims of rust are very 
much exaggerated and that to date the 
general outlook is for a good crop is 
worth something as a moderator of the 
great fear of a bad or poor crop.

VERY ENCOURAGING 


Decrease Is $3,500,000 as Com- 
pared With Last Year and 
Receipts Show Increase. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—The month- 
ly statement of the Government receipts 
and expenditures which will be issued 
by the Treasury Department on Aug. 
1 will show the receipts for July, 1966, 
to have been approximately $9,180,000 
and the expenditures about $62,860,000, 
leaving a deficit for the month of §13,- 
680,000. The deficit last July was $i7,- 
300,000. 

This decrease of about $3,500,000 In the 
deficit for this month as compared with 


that for July 194,.is accounted for by 
the material increase in the receipts, 
particularly from customs, and a slight 
decrease in expenditures. The receipts 
from customs alone will exceed those 
for July last year by about $27,000,000. 

Those from internal revenue sources 
will probably exceed those of a year ago 
by about $500, The receipts this 
month will include a payment of about 
$3,000,000 from the Southern Pacific Rall- 
road Co., on account of its thirteenth 
serm-annual note, due the Government 
on August. 1.

The Diamond Jo Line steamer Dubuque clears from the foot of Wash- 
ington avenue; the Eagle Packet steamer Bald Eagle gets away from the foot of Vine street; the Ryman 
Line boat J. B. Richardson and the Calhoun County packet steamer Belle of Calhoun start from the foot of 
Walnut street.

This sentence, so short, so 
pregnant in meaning, tells 
the extraordinary condition 
under which a boy in St. 
Louis is living. The child is 
Dewey Troutman, who was

Chained to the door sill of his mother’s ki‘chen, 
Dewey passes as well as he can the long, hot sum- 
mer days. His chain is six feet long. It is a 
trace chain—such as teamsters use on their wagons) 
—a chain too strong for a team of horses to break 
when they draw a heavy wagon of stone. The links 
of this chain are an inch in length and nearly as 
thick as a lead pencil. 

One end of the chain is tastened to the door sill 
hy a long staple driven deep into the oak. This 
is never removed. The other end of the chaip is 
passed around Dewey’s bare ankle, forming a leg iron 
that he cannot break. A brass padlock two inches 
square is used to lock the leg tron together. His 
mother keeps the key. It requires six links to 
form the manacle. These links are rusty, like the 
balance of the chain. No rag, nor piece of leather 
is used to protect the child’s skin from the rusty 
iron, as was permitted to the prisoners in the 

orkhouse when they were in chains.

LEversth ng is in its proper 
place, and while the cold dishes which were pre- 
pared during the morning atand on a table, sur- 
rounded if necessary by ice, the birds and other 
such dainties which are to be served up cooked to 
a second are ready to hand.

Many St. Louisans, and an Asfronomer’s 
_ Explanation of It—The Year for Sun Spots 


— What They Are, 
Thought to Affect 
the Earth. 


HE cantempiation of sun spote 
is a pastime ‘ordinarily denied 


the naked eye, but the unas- 
sisted vision of any one 
with fairly good eyes is 
quite sufficient to beholding 
. giant sun spot which has 
et , no little wonder in 
‘these last few days. 
| The astronomers at Harvard were the first to an- 
nounce the new phenomenon, which they described 
ast week as being one of the largest spots ever 
‘seen upon the face of the sun, being some. 100,000 
miles in diameter and so easily seen that the naked 
eye suffices if the observer will look just at sun- 
get, when the sun, in the few minutes prior to its 
disappearance, hangs suspended just above the 
Scones so stripped of ite glare that one may ob- 
gerve it with perfect ease to the eye. 

There have been spots on the sun from time to 
time all this year, the largest one until now ap- 
ring last February, when a spot some 90,C00 
les in diameter was observed for the usual period 
‘of 13 days. Since then there have been others, one

particular group of small ones eppearing-in the 
middle of July. This cluster of spots was some 
five or six thousand miles in diameter, or smaller 
than our earth. Consequently they were not dis- 
coverable to the naked eye. 

The big sun spot on exhibition just now, and 
which is now within a day or so of its disappear- 
ance, has occasioned more of a stir among laymen 
than any sun spot has created since, perhaps, the 
great spots of 1894, when the sun was last in min- 
ima. An instance of this occurred upon ® Mississippi 
River steamer above St. Louis some ten days ago. 
The boat had just passed the Missouri River and 
was running due west toward Alton. The sun was 
hanging low upon the horizon, and was as clean cut 
as any cameo. It was wholly without its glare 
Suddenly, a passenger exclaimed: 

“Look at the sun spot!” 

Within a few moments a group of passengers and 
rivermen were upon the upper deck, forward, in- 
tently regarding a very distinct spot which ap- 
peared just to the left of and above the center of 
the sun. It looked black and about the size of a 
man’s hand. It was so plain to be seen that many 


that saw it could not believe it a sun spot, but 
thought it must be a dark cloud between the boat 
After a half hour, when the sun went 
down with its giant spot still clinging to its face, 
the cloud theory was admitted to be untenable. The 
Captain of the boat was the least intere:t-d of all

apprised Father Charropin, astronomer of St. Louis 
University, of this theory. The Jesuit scientist as that between the earth and the sun, these masscs 
laughed and said:

“They mean quite the contrary. While astron- 
omers do not pose as weather prophets, and for most 
part abhor the term, they have observed that the 
sun’s maxima and minima plainly influence the sea- 
sons. We are now in one of the sun’s maxima— 
the recurrent period of its greatest activity. These 
come every 11 years, and they always bring a great 
many sun spots. 

“The reason is plain when we understand what « 
stin spot is, according to the accepted theory. [t 
is a mass of matter thrown from the sun by erup- 
tion. The sun is composed of metals in « gaseous 
state, and in its active period it is subject to tre- 
mendous volcanic action in which some of the dis- 
lodged masses are thrown out as far as 400,000 
miles from the sun, always, of course, to return 
to it. 

“We can see these masses, which.are our su> 
spots, because, immediately they are thrown off 
from the sun they become cooler in the outer air 
and consequently become darker. They may still 
remain very light, but the light of the sun is of such 
intensity that when their forms come between us 
and the sun they stand out in relief as dark spots. 
They often appear in a great group, whi.h, if it is 
large enough to be visible to the naked eye, has the 
appearance of being a single stage. In the suns 

minima, or periods of least activity, they disap- 
pear, so that in five and one-half ye'rs from this 
time there will be no spots on the sun and in the 
meanwhile they will become fewer as the pericd of 
minima approaches. 

“Necessarily, to be seen at such a great distance

“Our earth receives the two-billionth part of 
sun’s rays. When these great masses are 
between us they intercept some part of the 
rays. We naturally conclude that when the 
in maxima the seasons upon our earth must 
sarily be cooler, in the average. I have 
observed that this is so. Our last two summers have 
been exceptionally cool. I would 
upon the whole, this summer did 
cool. Indeed, up to the middle of July we 
cool weather, and I expect to see it return 
August. My expectations are bared upon the

sun is in maxima at this time and is, thoreheasult 
more active than it was during either of the last two 
summers. Our last two winters have teen ab 
normally cold, as I believe, for the same reason. = 
“We have no means of knowing what the morrow 
will bring forth in the way of sun spots. The sun 
is just now in the throes of tremendous explosions 
and upheavals, and it is likely to present to us 
at any tne almost any of the phenomena observed i 
of these oaxima. We may not have another s 
spot this year large enough to be visible to | 
naked eye, or we may have one tomorrow 80 1 
that one would need no telescope to eee it, but m 
look at it at midday — a sun glass.”

She has 
something more than a striking stage appearance and a 
fine soprano voice, She has personality. It carries the 
song to the people. They not only hear it; they feel it. 

She has spent the last two seasons under the manage- 
ment of Florence Ziegfeld. Ziegfeld is the David Belasco 
of comic opera. He makes beautiful and costly produc- 
tions. He was alive to the value of Van Studdiford as a 
star. He induced Reginald DeKoven to write an opera 
score for her. DeKoven wrote “Red Feather.” It was 
the best thing he had done sinee his “Robin Hood.” 

We may imagine that Van Studdiford’s share of the 
profits of “Red Feather” through these two years has 
been a considerable sum of money. It is not a bad ap- 
proximation to say that she got $50,000.

Her 
annual week in St. Louis is always certain of receipts close 
to $20,000. Think of eight months of that, or, to make it 
more reasonable, think of something like a half million 
of dollars for one season. Couldn’t Mr. Frohman afford 
to pay like a Croesus for a player who can do business 
like that? 

An authority who wrote on this subject in the New 
York Herald a few days ago made the statement that 
none of the stars of the first magnitude upon the Ameri- 
can stage received less than $50,000 for their personal 
services last year, while one or two of them received us 
high as $150,000. He is confident that Mr. Mansfield’s per- 
sonal profits for the season were not a cent less than 
$150,000. Leslie Carter and Maude Adams drew as big 
and oftentimes even bigger audiences than he does, «and 
at the same prices. We laugh when we speak of “stage 
money,” but it is a fact, nevertheless, that few people in 
life are so well rewarded as the successful stars of the 
American stage. The stage involves great sums of money. 
For instance, it is estimated that the American people 
spent $50,000,000 upon the theater last season.

It bears with 
much. Occasionally some 
champion comes forth to put, 
down a particular imposit.on 
and the people arise in their 
might to back him; but ordi- 
narily the people, for want of 
champions and organized dis- 

sent, content themselves with silent suffering, only 
broken by an occasional “O Lord, how long?” Peo- 
ple that do things they ought not to do become so 
emboldened in their impositions that they e.me tu 
regard themselves as a privileged class. The pa- 
tience of Job would scarcely suffice for the trials put 
upon us by ignorance and arrcgance. 

We have the justice court, which summons its 
witnesses to appear at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
when the Court himself has no intention of showing 
up before 10. He compels the busy, the illy-clad, 
the young and old, to “hang around” in all sorts 
of weather, winter and summer alike, awa.ting court 
to convene. ‘lhe greater part of these people are 
ignorant of the three hours of grace to which the 
law entitles them; but the court is neither unaware 
of this popular ignorance nor of his own comfortable 
privilege of appearing upon the scene at 10. 


Then we have the garbage coilector, whose orders 
to housewives are imperative. Garbage cans must 
be placed upon the curb upon ceriain days of the 
week, and if they are not out there when the wagon 
comes they will not be emptied. The wagon has no 
lesser period of time in its schedule than days. The 
hour of its coming is highly and malodorously prob- 
lematical. The stench of the garbage cans, all lined 
up in front of otherwise clean and wholesome rows, 
and oftentimes sitting there all day long, is an in- 
tolerable imposition upon a patient people. 


Then we have the composite landlord, embodying 
the faults of many and the virtues of few. Honest 
and respectable people renting property in good faith 
and living up to their contracts even unto the min- 
utiae of the covenant, are mistreated as adventurers 
lucky to get any proprietary attention whatsoever. 
If their furnace is out of order, if their roof leaks, if 
their bathtub opens at the seams, they cannot hope 
for prompt attention to these emergencies in many 
instances, but must suffer the torment of that most 
equivocative, evasive, suspicious and dilatory indi- 
vidual, who, if he does not know his own deserts well 
enough to office himself in a protective steel cage, 
is the exception into whose considerate hands less 
than half the tenants of this big city are lucky 
enough to fall.

in that remote time when horses had not yet grown 
tails and when automobiles hud not even advanced 
torthat embryoism which we detect in Elijah’s char- 
iot of fire. 

So, too, is there the street car conductor, whose 
superior instructs him in the rules, but so’ seldom 
in the latv that we hear the ridiculous take-the-car- 
ahead order always and anon, in spite of the fact 
that numbers of the people of St. Louis know their 
legal right to be carried through without chasing in 
and out of cars until they might as well have 
walked it. :

Louis D. Goodman, a St. Louis attorney, has re- 
cently made a statement to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch concerning the first-ment oned of these impo- 
sitions upon the people of St. Louis. Mr. Goodman 
regards the practice of summoning witnesses for / 
o'clock and convening court at 10, entailing a long 
wait for many different kinds of peoyle in quite as 
many different kinds of weather, as a genuine im- 
position which shou'd not be tolerated. He says: 

“There are few people but what have business 
at some time with the courts. The poor, unable to 
pay rents, are frequently called as d:feniants be- 
fore the Justice of the Peace. These deiendants are 
often put to inconvenience and suffering which are 
absolutely unnecessary and indefensible. Because the 
statutes require a justice to wait for litigants three 
hours after the return of process, he fashions that 
the person named in it must appear at 7 o’clock in 


truly begins. Hence, while the justice and his aides, 
all unvexed by hardship and well paid by the State 
of Missouri, sleep beneath warm wool in the winter 
or take it cool and leisurely on summer mornings, 
the stairs leading to the courtroom are filled with 
for the most part wretched suitors, men and women 
alike, each clutching a bit of paper which terr.fied 
them out of bed at 6 o’clock in the morning, that 
they might be in court an hour later. The summons 
or subpena requires the recipient to be before the 
justice at 7 o’clock and to ‘fail not at his peril.’ 

“In December and January, when the icy winds ire 
a torture to man and beast, one may see daily poor 
and feeble men and women, striving to keep warm 
in their rags, waiting for the sleck servant of the 
people to get to court. It is not unusual for a 
justice to arrive at court at 10 o'clock and within 
ten minutes render judgment against an absent lit- 
igant. It may be that the absentee, after waiting 
hours upon the comfortless steps, has taken refuge in 
some nearby grocery, and therefore failed to be 
prompt. And always in these cases the justice, in

the company, then known as the Missouri Car and 
‘Foundry Co., under the control of the late William 
MeMillan, offered Hillbring $150 for the animal. The 
offer was refused and “Old Tom” was kept in the 
service at the regular rate of a dollar a day. At 
the end of the fourth year the same offer was again 
made to Hillbring and this time he accepted. 

“Old Tom” was kept at his regular work. This 
was to draw cars about the yards. These were the 
days before the switch engines were installed at the 
plant. He did not have to be beaten to make an 
effort to start a heavy load, as so many of his tribe 
have to be treated, but seemed to take a kind of 
pleasure in his work. This went on year after year 
until the switch engine was installed, and then a 
new job was found for him. He drew a wagon some 
of the time, but his main duties were to assist the 
less strong. When some other animal or team be- 
came stalled in a rut or an upgrade, “Old Tom” was 
sent to help them out, and when he arrived and was 
hitched to the wagon it soon moved. 

But as time weakens men, so it began to tell on 
“Old Tom.” Up to his twenty-first year he was kept 
in harness and was considered one of the most val- 
uable animals at the foundry. But at this age he be- 
gan to show signs of failing. 

Some of the employes thought he would be solid 
for an ash cart mule or shot and thrown in the city’s 
dump to be made into fat and leather. But W. K. 
Bixby, President of the American Car and Foundry 
Co., and T. A. Dooley, General Superintendent of the 
same concern, decided otherwise. 


The mule was ordered to be pensioned. None who 
had served the company so long and faithfully were 
doomed to do any more labor in their old ege, nor 
should any meet an untimely death. — ! 

The mule was ordered to the stable, a separate 
stall to be given him and to be treated with the 
greatest kindness and given the best there was ¢o 
eat in the stable. Not only the best, but all he could 
eat. So “Old Tom” became a pensioner four years 
and two months ago. At first he did not seem to 
understand why it was that he was no more taken 
out to work, but gradually he came to realize that 
his working days were over and that he was only 
to eat, sleep, exercise daily and be petted by the 
men at the foundry who had known him during his 
long years of service. 

Poor “Old Tom” is blind. Whether cr not he was 
always blind is not known at the foundry, as he 
had no sight when he first came there. But despite 
his blindness, “Old Tom” manages to find his way 
around the stable and when he is let in from the 
stable lot he never makes a mistake in his stall. 

“Old Tom’s” favorite food is corn, whi.h he can 
eat much better than he can oats. He does not 
have much difficulty in eating hay or bran. 

The animal is thin and his ribs can be _ seen 
through his silky yellow ccat in spite of the fact that 
he is eating all the time. He is weak with old age, 
too. When he lies down he frequently has diffi- 
culty in getting up; so weak, in fact, that when he 
does get up alone, he rises like a cow--the back end 
first. If any of the stable hands are about when 
“Old Tom” makes an attempt to arise from his nap, 


they immediately hurry to his assistance. This is 
especially true of the night watchman, who is the 
favorite of “Old Tom.” When “Old Tom” wants to 
get up and the watchman is near, the animal looks 
toward him with his sightless eyes and gives a groan 
for help. 

During all that time of over four years “Old Tom” 
has never done a stroke of work, and R:chard Dal- 
ton, Assistant Superintendent of the company, whp 
has been at the foundry as long as the mule, says 
that he nevér shal!, but that he shall be kept on 
good food and given hour after hour of rest until 
his time comes to go to the mule heaven. 

The horee (named Steve) is also interesting. In 
his day Steve was one of the finest coach horses in 
or about St. Louis. He was the ;ropeity of the late 
Mr. MeMillan, and, with his mate, was purchased for 
the millionaire for $1000. Fanciers of fine horses 
stopped or turned to look at the yair of bays as they 
sped along the boulevard and many looked at them 
with covetous eyes. 

For several years Mr. McMillen rode behind this 
beautiful pair, and then one of them died. 

Not being able to find ancther exact mate for 
Steve, the animal was sent down to the foundry. 
There Steve was put to work to draw a single horse 
lumber wagon, Although the change was great, 
Steve went about his work as if he were a draft 
horse. : 

Steve is 15 years old, and for seven years pievious 
to his injury he pulled his cart through mud and 
over car tracks. 

One morning three years ago, as he hurried to 
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get up at. the hostler’s call, he struck the right front 
leg, just above the knee with the spike on his hind 
shoe. An abcess set in and Steve was unalle to 
work. The place where the injury was made grew 
thicker and thicker, until finally a windgall was 
formed which became as large as a couple of base- 
balls. The veterinary said that to remove the wind- 
gall would mean the death of the horse and Supt. 
Dooley ordered that the horse, like the mule, be 
given a stall in the stable and given also the best 
of care and the choicest of food. 

Steve might be able to work, but as it was thought 
that the windgall might cause him pain, it was de- 
cided that he was in a fit condition to be placed on 
the pension list. " 

Steve is still a beautiful horse, except for the big 
ball that hangs from his right front leg. His coat is 
kept sleek and glossy as in the days when he and 
his mate drew Mr. MeMillan’s carriage. 

Like “Old Tom,” he is exercised every day and al- 
lowed to run about in the lot in the evenings. 

The cost of pensioning these two animals has 
amounted to what, to some, would be a small for- 
tune. It is estimated that the daily amount of food 
given to each amounts to 25 cents. Adding to this 
10 cents daily from the work of the stablemen in 
the care of the animals, and it amounts to 70 cents 
a day for the care and keep of the two on the pension 
list.

LARGE majority of women, fas- 
A tidious in everything else pertain- 
ing to the toilet, are careless in 
regard to their bathing costumes, buy 
them readymade, and do not bother 
about having them carefully fitted. 

As a rule, the readymade costumes 
are prettier in detail than the made-to- 
order article, but this is not a necessity, 
and if one chooses a good model] to 
copy and has a clever seamstress, the 
costumes made to fit the individual fig- 
ure and with due consideration for the 
peculiarities of that figure, is preferable 
by far to the suit picked up at ran- 
dom. 

The skirt let in easily at the band and 
not drawn tightly around the hips, 
though not full to an awkward degree, 
should button snugly to the blouse, and 
the belt or girdle stitched to the skirt 
is preferable to the separate belt.

l aking Cold 
at Night 


UNDREDS of thousands of peo- 
H ple, babies particularly, take co!d 
at night, and no one can discov- 


er the cause of the cold. Many a night ~ 


one goes to bed feeling well, but wakes 
in the morning with a sore throat, or 
even pneumonia or pleurisy.. The cause 
of this is the unequal distribution of the 
clothing and the consequent unequal 
protection of the body during the night. 
The shoulders, arms, chest and throat, 
which are most susceptib'e to cold, are 
most likely to become exposed. When 
one goes to bed the room is warm, but 
during the night it cools off, and one’s 
shoulders are in danger of becoming 
chilled. When one wakes up in the 
night feeling chilly or cold and tucks 
the bedclothes down around his shoul- 
ders, the feeling of relief in instantane- 
ous. A chill is a dangerous thing, for it 
means a threatened congestion of the 
lungs. Many children throw off the 
bedclothes during sleep, in spite of ev- 
ery precaution. In order, then, to keep 
them from taking co'd at night their 
shoulders and arms should be well pro- 
tected independently of the bedclothing.

Nursery Notes. 


NERVOUS Baby's Bath —-A 
A simple expedicnt for overcoming 

the fear of the bath which afflicts 
some nervous children is to cover the 
bath with a sheet and then lower the 
Hitle one into the water, sheet and all. 
As he does not see the bath he does* 
not realize what it is, and, coming grad- 
ually into the pleasantly warm water, 
he rather enjoys it as a rule. In a very 
short time this precaution will be found 
urnecessary, even with the most nerv- 
ous of babies. 

Let Baby Sleep.—A young infant 
ought to spend the greater part of its 
time asleep. In fact, the two great du- 
tie’ of its life are feeding and sleeping, 


the most important of visitors. Re- 
member that it is often politeness and 
not affection which makes people ask 
to see the baby, and do not let the little 
one be roused from its slumber. When 
it has rested long enough it will wake 
naturally, but to be suddenly roused 
often causes.a considerable shock to its 
nerves and injury to its health. 
Symptoms of Measles.—Measles gen- 
erally begin with a cold. The child's 
nose runs, ft sneezes frequentiy, and 
seems generally m'serable. About the 
third or fourth day dusky. red. raised 
spots apperr, the face and neck being 
attacked first. bodv and arms next ra! 
lastly the legs. Whilst the rash is out 
the little patient should be kept in bel: 
to let him catch cold may lead to se- 
rious results. If the eves are inflamed 
they shourd be bathed several times 4 
day with warm borad¢ie lotion and a’t- 
erward dried. The infection lasts for 
a month after the first spots appear. 

Children and Garters.—Don't let 
vrour children wear garters. They ob- 
etrvet the down flow of blood tn the 
arter es and the return flow in the veins. 
They tend to make the calves smal! and 
to cause the knee-cap to be too promi- 
nent. The tishter the garter, the wors> 
the results. Suspendefs are without any 
of these faults. 


Don't Botl Tea. 


EA should not be boiled, 
should be made fresh at each 


meal by pouring boiling water 
upon the leaves, which are put into a 
perfectly clean teapot. The boiling 
water will extract the good of the tea, 
and the teapot should not be set on the 
stove at all. Made in this way tea is 
a good, wholesome, cheering drink, 
which will do no harm to anyone. 
What, for example, is more refreshing 
to the jaded man of business, say at 4 
or 5 o'clock, after a heavy day’s work, 
or to the woman tired out with a day's 
shopping ?—that is to say, if shopping is 
not so entrancing an occupation that it 
is tmpossible for a woman to get tired 
of it. 


The Care of 
the Fingers 


OMEN who are compelied to do 
W a good deal of housework, and 

whose fingers are constantly 
in water, shou!d try the plan of wash- 
ing their hands in the ordinary way 
with soap and water, and. while wet, 
of rubbing dry salt well over the cuti- 
cle. This will remove all grime and 
stains, and will keep the hands smooth 
and white. A slice of lemdén ts invalu- 
able for preserving the fine texture of 
the skin, and should be rubbed over 
the hands while washing.

hands night and morning is another 
simple ungent, and will do much to 
preserve them in good condition. A pint 
of rosewater, diluted with a tablespoon- 
ful of glycerin, forms another excellent 
preservative for the hands, and wiil 
keep them smooth and white if applied 
each time after washing.

The man at the Richardson’s wheel was young, 
smooth-shaven and tanned. He was a sinewy fellow, 
and nervous. He knéw the river as a bird knows 
the sky. He headed the Richardson over to the East 
St. Louis side, approaching it diagonally. He passed 
the old East St. Louis water works within a hundred 
yards of the shore. He was trying to escape the 
current. Once in a while he looked over across the 
river, and now and then he looked back. Across the 
river was another hugging the shore—the Baid 
Eagle. Back of him were two boats, the Dubnque 
and the India Givens. The Dubuque is « big boat. 
It was distancing the India Givens. The Richard- 
son’s pilot looked at the Dubuque steadily for a mo- 
ment. Yes, she was gaining. 

A big river increases a pilot's license. He may 
do much when the water is high that he could not 
do if the river were low. The Richardson was taking 
advantage of the high water. She clung to the IIli- 
nois shore, @ half mile east of the regular channel. 
as a vine clings to an oak. The noisy,and puffy 
respiration of the boat was rapidly increasing. 

“Two firemen on tonight,” said the rotund mate, 
speaking to a passenger. .* 

The  Kichardson .passed under the Merchants’ 
Bridge, her wash lashing the small boats and the 
houseboats in the edge of the willows at Mad’son. 
The crew watched al.ernately the Bald Eag'e, com. 
ing out from the other shore, and the Dubuque, 
forging up from behind, 

“The "Buque’s pickin’ vs up purty lively,” said 
the pilot. The stacks of the Diamond Jo boat were 
blackening the horizon above her. She sat low and 
broad in the water, and she was Joaded with passen- 
gers, but her powerful engines wee throwing her 
shafts at a lively pace and her low, wide wheel 
was whipping the water into foam. 

Just above the Merchants’ Bridge, almost stain 
in the river, there is an island. When the river is 
low the channel is on the west side, near*t.e Mis- 


souri shore; but at this season of the year there is 
water enough on the east side for the boats. The 
Richardson was the first to make the crossing. The 
Bald Eagle and the Dubuque followed her, the Ba'd 
Eagle having come over from the west sidé of “he 
river to take advantage of the saving cuts between 
the bars. 

The Richardson began hugging the shore again 
when she reached the Granite City water works 
pumping station. She passed the Chain of Rocks al- 
most brushing the willows upon the IHinois s:de. The 
pilot seldom rested. He was on the alert. He kept in 
from the swift current as much as possible. Fisher- 
men rowing along in the lee of the willows paddled 
out in the stream to let the boat pass. [t was effec- 
tive work. The Richardson was holding her own. 

Beyond the Chain of Rocks there is a long 
stretch in which the river sweeps around to the 
west from the mouth of the Missouri. The Illinois 
shore there is one long, caving bank. Many thousands 
of acres of rich bottom soil have been swept away 
by the never-resting and highly-erosive currents. 
The very crops of the fields hang over the banks. 

“Plenty of water here,” said the pilot, and the 
Richardson all but fanned the bank. In one place 
she passed a pumpkin patch so cluse that the pilot 
said: 

“We can almost water those pumpkin vines with 
our wheel.” 

In another place the boat ran so close to a potato 
patch in ,which two men were digging that one 
could have tossed a ball down on their heads from 
the pilot house. The Richardson's wash leaped at the 
bank, took down sonie more soil, and with it some 
potatoes. One felt that the farmer wou!d have bean 
justified in rushing upon the boat and demarding 
of the captain that he take his steamer out of the 
potato patch; but the farmer stood leaning on bis 
hoe, apparently whd'sturbed. He was used to it. 

“I know somebody that’s falling back,” s1id tie 
mate; lookiny back aa the Richardson passed the 
mouth of the Missouri. 

“They've ket her cool off considerably the last 15 


minutes,” said the pilot. 

It was plain that the other boats were pulling up 
on the leader. They were so close that it seemed 
that the three boats might turn the big bend and 
straighten out for Alton in a neck-and-neck race. 

The current eased off wonderfully when the Mis- 
souri was passed. The speed of the boats quickenec, 
and the passengers began to come up from the mid: 
dle deck and scatter over the upper decks of the 
boats, the sun having settled so far down upon tis 
horizon that it had lost its heat and glare. 

The Mississippi was perfectly smooth. It was brim 
full from bank to bank, wide and beautiful and 
roomy for boats.
